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College ,abcut whem may feel that the labor cf those four years 
was not in vain. : 

The High School has the largest enrollment of any year since I have 
been connected with it. This is enccuraging considering the strong 
compe t: tion of Hindu schools in Madura and the fact thai a hew High 
Schccl has been added this year,making ihree Hindu schocls. 


A great neta cf the High School at present is a place for students 
who have no home in the town. I have at present a small house used Se 
for that purpose,accomedating only four persons.But have grouna 
room for ancther and larger house and want avout $500 to make a neat 
and SuuStantial place thai vill aaa yreatly to the usefulness of the 
school. first grade 

‘My work at Pasumalai began about the first of Feb. The new 
class in the Collepe is about the average size. Some disappointment

the scheme.Fcr its future extension more rocm and ouildings would ce 


necdcd,our. tha. would oc equally the case at Pasumalai,were we to a 


raise.it tc the rank of a first grade college. I think we are pound 
te acmit thai more funcs will be needed for the further deve lopment 


Of our educational work,anc it isfm the cpinicn cf all in the Micsic 


I think,tha~ such expenditure can be mcre wisely made in the future 
in Méauia rather vhar in Pasumalai. Perhaps it is not wise to begin. 
without something definite in cight, but thai is nct the way things 
generally grow,to wait till everything clear. GE should ve carefu 
to avoid the risk of failurc,and I realise the difliciulties nthe 
way,our fear should not paralise cffort.

mcrely is well ic the point. Bui please nete that at present the 


college classes in PaSumalai number cnly abcut ten cr a dozen, and

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notwithstanding the fact that two Europeans have generally vecn co | 
nected with the staff. If a class of 20 Or 25, insicad of 10 or le 


could Securec,it would still ve small,out it would Secure dcuole} 


the income from feces without increasing the expensc,in the least 


cf the recessary staff. Much greater cconcmy cf fcrce would thus ce 


secured,iogether wiht a wider cpportunity for good and a larcer deg 
ree Cf Satisfac.ion in ‘che work. 


Ifa firs. grade college were to be started at Pasumalai,I feel 


sure that it would n@t draw} mcre than four or five students a year, 


and on such a scale I should not wish to start. I think it would ve 


wiser not to attcmpt it at Pasumalai. Indecd there is <ome aoudt 


to the expediency cf continuing the F.A. classes at Pasumalai ai 


their present strength. Of course there is no certainvy of Jarge 
success in Madura,out ihere is good prospect of swecess in vicw of 
the numoer of students who pass the F.A. every year from the Madura 
centre,ana the fact that if we succeed in establishing a first erade 
ccllege there now,we Shall secure the field in acvance of cur Hindu 
friends,and we have been assured by the Director that not mere than 
one first grade College is ever likely te be sancticned fcr Madura. | 
This makes it scmething cf the nature cf a crisis. I% seems to mé 
thai we are now praciically determining whether it shall oc cur 


policy to extend or to curtail our cducational werk. PaSumalai is a 


finc centre for the training of our Christian youth and i: is entire 


ly adcquais tc our needs for that end.Buit PaSumalai will never ve a 


popufiar centre for Hindus. For cur Christian community we de not 
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need now anc we may not need for some time to come , a first grade 


college. It is cc&ptful if we even need a seccnd grade college, cch- 
sidering the fact that only two Christiam boys are found :n each of = 
the present F.A. classec,and the total numver is hardly sufficient 


to warrant the expense and attention reyuircd.

I am plad to be able to report progress in the . 
matter of the purchsse of the Tank bed which we are trying to get 
for the College.The Collector is helping us and has sent word to 


Govt. to issue the order of sale as soon as possible. We are movinre 


on in the matter of plans . I will send yow a ‘full copy of the whole, 
plan as soon as possible. We cannot get possession of the land befo 
June,as it is now under cultivation. The Council has decided to 
make no provision for High Shool classes in the new building, 
but to aim at a first grade college from the ‘start/ That seems 
fo be our only hope of success. That means also that we must be 
| ready to starthwith a full staff for B.A. classes about two years 
hence. Another point decided on by the cowncil is thatbwe must 
plan for college buildings hostel and residrnce for the principal 
from the funds now available though of course the whole of our 
plans cannot be carried out with these limited funds. 

I should like to write you with reference tova personal matter 
You know that I have done examination work for the University of 
| Madras, for the past three years. The question 158 what should i 
do with the money thus earnsd. I will tell you frankify that I 
put it in the bank a8 a little nest egg for my children,that being 
the only money I-have been able to saveAt the same time I may 
truly say that I would as cheerfully have done the work were any 
other\buse to be made of the money,as the work itself adds to 


ones prestige as an educator,and to ones experience as & teacher. 


T am quite prepared to hand over the money to the Board or to 
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the Mission. it you ‘think it pasts Rut’ with a family of five 
little ones to ‘think of and plan for one must be forgiven if one 
is times ‘compelled to seem selfish. 

The work of the college is opening up about as usyal. We secured. 
six passes in the FA. this year ‘one in the ‘first ‘class, out of 
18 sent up. That. seems ‘gmall,but the for the Presidency was 
29, ours being 33+ We have 22 in the ‘senior class a gain ‘of 2. 
Mr. Herrick has begun work wiyh me in the College besides his 


work in the station. He is taking ten hours a week in teaching, 


which is of course a great help. I am beginning the work of 


y Mission Treasurer in Mr. Chandler's place.and taking about 14 
2 hrs. a week in teaching. The work of Treasurer involves a great

Dear Dr. Barton¥ 


I have just seen the report prepared by your sub-committee 


with the aid of Mr. Zumbro and Dr. Washburn,which you sent in your 


letter to Dr. Jones,of May 7th .There is one thing in the report 
about which I should like to say a word. In the 4th para.the recom- 
mendation is that the institution "be developed along the lines of a 
scientificand technical rather than a literary education". If the 
words "rather than" mean the abandonment of a literary educ@tion, 

as they seem to do ,I think the institution is being headed the wrone 
way,and in this opinion I believe the Mission is practically unani- 
mous as you will see from the minutes of the May meeting on this 
subject. If the institution as a literary institution offering the 
ordinary Arts course for the B.A. is to specialize in its science 
department and combine a certain amount of technical education as an 
optional in the course,I am ready to support that policy and aim, 

and I believe the Mission will also. 

If the idea has got abroad in America that our institution, as a 
_titerary institution is a failure,and that there is little for its 
success at this time,I think it is a most unfortunate mistake, 

I believe on the other hand that it is right along this line that 

our greatest opportunity lies. To abandon the field of general ed- 
ucation and enter upon a line of special technical education would 
mean to content ourselves with offering a course that might appeal 
to a very few scattered here and there over the rressereae yas that 
Would leave the great majority of the youth of our growing Christian 


community,as well as the vast unchristian community that we seek to 
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influence, wnprovided for. It would limit our sphere of influence 


in & way we cannot afford to do. 
There is a great deal being said in India about Technical educa~ 


/ tion,and there is a great need,no doubt,of that very thing. But 


there 1s a much greater need of the right kind of general education 
that touches the life and character and opens the mind of Young 


India to broadening influences. 


I believe we need a strong science department in our college, 
but to reverse that,or to say that is the only thing we need,would, 
I believe,unwisely limit our college in aim and influence,and 
abandon what is to me the most inviting field of missionary labor. 

I earnestly hope and pray for the success of all efforts towards 
the raising of an adequate endowment,and I believe that a great 


future is before us in this line of effort. 


7” The Government is at present unsympathetic with our work and aims 

oe Madera’ They have definitely and positively refused salary grants 
to the college department. They also refuse grants-in-aid of new 
buildings. But the whole question of aid from Govt. in education is 
under consideration, and it is doubtful,under ete ‘eaetie being laid 
down,whether we cake to accept any such aid at all. It must be 
carefully understood that the opposition we are at present receiving 


from Government, or rather the lack of sympathy,is due to the present 


Director of Public Instruction who is totally unsympathetic,if not 
opposed, to all Mission work. The form~r Director would certainly have 
dealt very differently with us in this matter. It must be noted at 
the same time that there seems to be no obstacle on the part of the 


,/University to our going ahead,and with that support we are safe in 


the larger plans we are making. 


I should like to add a word as to our financial situation, 


| 
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The Revenue Board insists on the highest price for the land compris- 


ing the tank bed that they have agreed to sell us,viz. Rs.1550 per 
acre. There is about ten acres. That means about Rs.13,500 in addition 
to the Rs.8000 (approximately) which we have already expended for 

the first ten acres,and Rs.4500 for the place at the Main Guard. 
That takes about Rs.26,000 from the Rs.96,000 which we have for buil 
ding. Our plans for building call for a central hall with large 
auditorium that should cost about Rs. ® 70,000 

One wing for science hall,about Rs. 25,000 

One wing for library,museun,&c. ° 25,000 

Two Hostéls 50,000 

Residences for Principal,Native Masters,25,000 


Cost of land &c. 26,000 
Total Rs.22T,000 


That is to say we need beyond the Rockefeller gift Rs.125,000,or 
$42,000. With that in sight and the $300,000 endowment sought for, 
the institution that we may call the AMERICAN COLLEGE and affiliated 


institutions,or some other appropriate name,will be in a proud posit 


ion to achieve 4 glorious future.

It is pleasant to note in your letter of July 28 the 


hopeful spirit you maintain in believing that "the money will come". 


The situation at this end is anything but encouraging. I have before 
me the report of the University Commission,and it is anything but | 
flattering to our Institution. The copy is going the round of the (Om 
Council just now and I am sorry I have not a copy to send you. 
I shall try to send it tog you later. Without going into any detail 
it is sufficiently evident that we must do something right away. 

It is not a question of buildings merely,but of Staff, Equipment, 
Library ,the quality of the teaching, Hostels and everything con- 
nected with the College. The Highest paid man on our staff now.aside 


from Mr dir ick and myself is paid only Rs.90 a month, while in many 


Colleges 300,400,500,600, Rupees a month is paid to Native teachers. 


We are aiming at a First Grade College,but in the meantime we are 


doing nothing to strengthen the College as it is. I have been given 
‘ 


the paltry sum of Rs.300 a year from the Approprigtions by the Board 


in addition to what I had before for the High School,and told to go 
ahead and make a FIRST GRADE COLIEGE. I can barely scrape akoar on s 
the lowest possible scale without a single improvement or addition 
to anything. The situation has become hididinhe. Something must be 


done for next year.We feel ashamed of our present position. 


We are not even able to use the amount given for building until we 
have some sort of assurance of something besides buildings. 
We are looking to Mr Zumbro for something to turn up, but we need 


something for next year right away, if we are to redeem the situation 
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2 
There is a man ,Mr. Hensman, who has retired from the Educational 


Dept.,having filled high positions under the Govt. as Principal of } 
the Kumbakonam College and as Inspector of schools,and who was paid aS 
high as Rs.600 a month, now living in Jaffna, his native place?. 

If he were to come to us as he might be willing to do for about Rs » 500 


a month, for a limited term of years or even for one year, he could

The Board has made no response to the 
repeated urgent requests of the Mission for help for the College, 
other than the grant for building which does not help out the presen* 
Situation. Anyway if there is any money lying around loose or if 
anybody wants to do a good thing much needed, here is the chance. 
I do not know what we can do without it . If we could get it and get 


1t soon before the end of the year,we should have a brighter report 


to send soon.

May I ask your attention to another matter?My wife feels that 


if she is to see her mother again she must go home soon. We have 


been here now more than 9 years and our furlough will be due next 
/{ year. In fact we could have gone #this year according to the new 
rule. I do not feel that I can leave Before Mr.Zumbro and perhaps 
ur. Chandler returns. But I should like to send fife and children 
home next Spring provided it seems desirable. > has voted 
approval.

Your very kind letter of act, 21 still remains unanswered. At 
the time that J] received it I was spending every bit of time that JT could 
get preparing the exhibit which our mission was to send to the feumenical 
Conference in New Yor& City, and early in December I went to Ma@ras, partly 
On school Dusiness and partly to finish up this work which took me longer 
than 9? hadthought. After returning I was ill with fever for a 
little while and so the letter is still neglected. 

1 feel guite sure in saying that you will be interested in the exhibit 

which our mission has sent to New York, especially in the photographs. 

It was decided at the last September neeting that we would try to send 
something and a committee was appointed to prepare it, and a special 
committes was appointed to take photographs. This committee consisted 
of five, and they worked very faitofully and succeeded in getting 

together what I feel sure is the best collection of South India pictures 
that nas ever been made. There are -adout 450 of them, and while many 

of them are not very satisfactory a large number are very Zood indeed, 

and altogether I think they will tell their story very well. 

These pictures are mounted on charts 20 x 28 inches. There are 49 of tne 

these charts, the first seven giving a view of Hinduism as a back ground 
for the work of the aission. One chart is given to pictures of the great 
temple in Madura, Then one and sometines two charts are given 

to each depritment of our work, one to touring, one to itirerating, 

the village schools, Boarding schools, Hindu :Girls’ schools, also each 
of the special schools, the Bible Women’s work, Medical Work, Press, etc, 
Then at the end are a few charts of general views representing the life 


and Gustoms of tn® oseepie, Ke take some individual work and vive 
details of that, and then give general information for all such work in the 
nission. The general plan of tne charts and the preparation of the 


statistical tables and diagraus and abistorical part, all 

the pictures , is ay part of the worxk, Mr. Yaughan aade in bis 
Industrial school a number of small models of varios agricultural and 
domestic implements, and besides this there are a number of dooxs oF 
compositions, drawings, kindergarten work, etc., from the schools.

Dear Dr. Barton, 


There are various things to write about tonight, and first | wild 
thank you for your letter of Oct. 28, which reached me while I was in 
Madras. T am glad to know that the Prudential Committee is not like 
to make any further objection to our noving the College to Madura. iI 
had not anticipated that they would after receipt of your last letter 
oefore our September meeting, and indeed we have been acting since that 
time in anticipation of the sanction of yourself and the Prudential 


Conmitteeé. do not know who the Y.M.C.4. pan is that you refer 
to in your letter, Dut hope that if he is the right nap he aay cans to 
our aission. You speak of Mr. Miller coning out with the idea 


that be is to come to Pasunalkai. 1 hope that he will net be tao 
nuch disappointed that he is not to come here at once. Of course the 
first year will: be spent altogether on the language. What will be done 
after that will: depeng on circusstances which you understand. One 
thing is sure however, we aust gave some one for the Gollege when I 
go home on furlough. 

When I wrote you last acknowledging your reguest for a statenent of 
the work of the College for publication { was just starting to Madras 
to get before the Syndicate of the Madras University and the Director of 


Public Instruetion the question of the removal of the College to Madura. 


it was necessary to secure the sanction of both o f these before the 
change could be made. i had heard indirectiy from Madras that there 
night be sone difficulty in getting the Syndicate of the University to 
sanction the change , a s this wild: bring us into closer competition 
with the Native College in Madura, and in view of the recent discussion 
of the Indian Universities following on the repart of the Universities 
Commission the Syndicate will de auch gmore strict about that in tae 
future than it has been in the past. Accordingly I prepared a 
statement of the case to pring it before the Syndicate and followed in 
person shortiy after to do what [ cobld personally before the neeting. 
I left on T4anksgiving evening arriving in Madras on Friday. {did a 
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2 
little preliminary work on friday and Saturday and met with very little 


hope of success, and was rather anxious on Sunday. Dr. Miller 

who is the Principal of the Chtistian College and Vice-Chancellor of the 
University and the leading nenber of the Syndicate wrote ne that fron 
the point of view of the University he saw very great objections to it 
but he gave me an invitation to breaxfast with hin on Tuesday norning 
oefore the nesting of the Syndicate in the afternoon, when we would talk 
the natter owerxwéth Qn Monday and Tuesday morning | saw as nany of 
the members of the Syndicate a s I] could to further exolain the situation. 
I met with a little more encouragement from these and things were a 
litthe more hopeful when aet Dr. Miller, I had 
a very pleasant norning with Dr. Miller and a good talk over Gollege 


natters. His objection to the change was prineipally on the ground 
of the competition with the Native Gollege as we had supooped that it 
would ode. ne finally told me however that according to the present 


rules of thé Syndicate , seeing that we were moving for only such a 
short distance he did not know that the Spnudicate could well: interfere in 
the matter, though he gave ne to understand that when the new Universi- 
ties Bill: is passed which is now betore the Government of India that 
matters would be very different. position finally proved to be 
the position of the Syndicate and also of the Director of Public Instruc- 
tion. They will not fornaally sanction the change lest it be taken as 
a orecedent in the future , and they are hyper-sensitive about any thing 
that looks towards the strengthening of Second grade colleges or in any 
way @hanging the condition of things on account of the Universities bill 
pending. On they other hand they will not oppose the nove if tae 
nission wishes to make it provided of course that suitable accomnodations 
are provided and that we keep up the fees to a fair rate. 

1 received your letter in Madras just ovefore the mesting of the Syndi- 
cate and was glad for the encouragement which it gave that if we 
succeeded with the Syndicate and the Director we would have no further 
trouble at home. ' think we may now count it assured that we will 
at least have the opportunity to nake a trial in Madura at least. 

I think if we had waited a year longer to degin our move we would 
nost likely have been thwarted by the University. The new Universities 
oill: which is the outcone of the report of the Universities Gonmission 
will: probably be passed during the present session of the Council. 

Tt will probably be impossidle in the future for any new Second grade 
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Solleges vesegestion and it wild: be auch more difficult for 
first grade to get recognized and affiliated than it has been in the 
past. The Native Gollege is working toward a first grade coldege 
as fast as possible and if téey get estadlished as a first grade college 
oefore we do | think there is little hope of our being able to advance 
to first grade. 

Another thing that nakes our removal: to Madura aost opportune is 
the fact that the Native College has just taken over the Setupati High 
school, the second largest High school in Madura, and if we were to 

remain another year at Pasumaalai | fear that we would have even less 
Students than in the past. Hitherto most of our students in the College 
have come from the Setupati Sigh school. It will not be in any case an 
easy matter to get established in dadura but I! fear that we could hardly 
have held on at all at Pasumalai. 

The financial problem of course stild: remains to be solved. You 
raise the question in your letter as to whether the college can hold its 
own in the vresent acconuodations until the noney is secured for the 
proper enlargement. [t is hardly a question as to whether we can or 
not,- WE MUST. Nothing else is possible. The situation has 
developed in this way too so as to make orompt action imperative. 

If we are to have a place in Madura it is important that we have a goad 
site. The Renainder of the block where the high sehool: is located 

has been offered for sale as also a consideraole part of the adjoining 
block where we already have three houses for teachers. We aust finally 
have both of these blocks. hand in that quarter is rapidly rising in 
value and is in great demand. A part of this that is on the market 

is very much wanted by a rich aerchant in Madura. Two year ago part of 
this land was offered for sale at as. 6 per sa. ft. Now this nerchant 

is of¢fering as. 9 per sq. ft. for it. Knowing that if this land 


were bought up now it would de almost inmpossidle for us to get it in the 
future it seemed necessary for us to somehow secure it now at all 


hazards. So have aade the following proposition to the nembers 
of the Hndownent conmittee. Tt have about Ks. 5,000 of ay own money 
that I can get early next year. I proposed to the comnittee that | 
buy as much of the land as } could get now, put this Rs. 5,000 into it 
and get endownent fumds to pay the remainder giving the Endownent the 
first claim on the property. ln the oroperty should decline 
in value which is not at all likely the Rs. 5,000 which — put im would 


| A 

secure the funds against loss. fhere are three houses on th e property 
now, fairly good houses which rent for about Rs. 90 per nonta. fhis 
would I think be enough to pay the interest on the endownent funds 
invested. 4 part of the land has no dOvilding on and thys would bring 

no income and so | would get no incone from ay own aoney invested. If 
i could get the hand 1 would hold it in ay own nagme until: the College 
could get money to ouy it. As to the endownent funds as land is 


rising in value | think the investaent for those funds would be safer 
than in the bank where it now is. I spoke to Br. Jones and Mr. 


Wallace about it and they approved. Mr. Chandler was away at the tine 3 
in Travancore. So Tf iamediately went to ir. fisher who lives in Madura 
a large land holder in tae Madura District and one whom { thought we 
could depend upon and asked hia to see what he could do to negotiate the 
purchase of the land for us. ne seened to enter heartily into the 

idea of our moving to Madura and said that he would be very glad 

to undertaxe the aatter. This was some three weeks ago and |} have 


heard nothiug from him since. i do not know what will be the result, 
: but | very much hope that we may be able to secure a part of it at 
} least. This may all seem like rushing things a good deal, but | 


assure you that if we had not begun when we did and moved along as fast 
as possible the change would have been if not imoossible, at least 
auch nore difficult than it has been. And of course we are only 
at the beginning of the real work. I believe that weKX will get 
the aoney that we need, and I hope that in time we will succeed in 
building up astrong Christian institution in Madura that will have no 
snali part in the future of the Madura District . | 

J hope that you wild: soon succeed in getting sonething for us and 
I hope that i may be able to hel@ some when = come home on furlough. 
I will: tell you what I tnhink we need. We will need $500,000. for 
land,duildings and equipment, and nothing less than $1, 000, 000 
for endowment. #e nust have a first grade College with a number of 
Buropean professors, and an institution that will be really worthy of 
the City and sonething that the mission and the Board will take oleasure 
in. In saying this | do not speak disparageingly of what Pasunalai 
has been and done in the past. But we must go on to larger things. 
I have said nothing to any one here about these sums,- they would 
only smile. Perhaps you will too, but J cant helo it. fe surely 
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Will need tht much. If the aatter can dé properly oresented, there 
is sone one in America who has noney who would be glad to use it for 
building and endowing a strong Anerican College in Madura. 

This leads ne to say that ¢ am sending you with this a sketch of 
the College which I trust aay be of some use to you. It is a very 
different statement fron what it would have been a year ago. I had 
it all planned ready to write out when { should hear fron you favorably 
with reference to the action of the Prudential conmittese. After 
receiving yours of the 28 @ct., I think I way safely send it with out 
incurring the danger of being brought up for contempt of the Prudential 
Committees’ I have written it fron the point of view of the Gollegse 
being in Madura and have included under the Yollege all: the departments 
now managed by the new council provided for tm January. You may taiak 
this the other extreme of that “ Individualisn” which you thought when y 
you were here had gone about to the extreme limit, but it seened to Dr. 
Jones and ir. Wallace as well as nyself that it would be best to put 
all together since all the departments are now so intimately related. 
And the sum that 7 have spoken of as needed for equionent and endowment 
is with reference to the work of all the departasnts mentioned in any 
sketch. This of courese included the developnent o f the Industrial 
Departzent. 

I am sorry that ay paper has run over the himit assigned. 1 cut it 
down as much as [ thought | could and yet give a fair idea of the situatiol 
and the work. I nope that you wild feel perfectly free to edit it in 
any way .that you like, reducing it as much as you wish. I thought 
perhaps that it would be better for me to run over a little and give you 
the apportunity of editing it. You can tell: better than | just what is 
wanted.  Perhap§ yo u wild: not care for all: the names of the staff and 


the statistics. It wild: not be difficult to cut out what is not 


needed. | 

As to pictures, J am sorry that | have no good ones to send you. | 
have been trying for two years to get a good set of pictures for Pasumala:

One more question in this already too lengthy letter. { gean 
asking in the coming January < meeting for permission &to ask the 
Prudential: committee for leave to take furlough at the end of 1904 or 
the beginning of 1905. I will then have been on the field over 10 
years and it wild be 11 years fron the time that {| left Anerica till I 
reach Auerica again. T think that 1 ought to stay through the year 
and do what I can to helo start in Madura. But * am already thinking 
some about olans for the hone going. Jf am thinking that it would be a 
sood thing if 1 could stop in #urope and see something of the school 
work there as I go hone. Then if ¥ could get hone in the spring of 
1905 I could get adjusted to ay new surroundings a little before the 
Summer comes on. fhen { could go to California where ay parents are 
and spend the summer, and then [ would like to take sone work during the 
next winter at some good educational center and do what [ could to 
oetter fit ayself for the work here. My thought now is that Columbia 
University, New York City would be about the best place for ay purpose. 

|. speak of these things now because I would be glad for any suggestion 
that you nay care to make with reference to the olan. 

This will: reach you just after the Christaas holidays. ! trust that 
it will: have been a season of rest am refreshing to you and to all in 


the rooms and that the prospect as you enter the new year is full of 
hope and cheer.

b@ neloful. But [ hove that I will not at all be discouraged if we do | 
not get it. ithe Gollese and other institutions bave done a splendid; 
work in the past and I trust will continue to do so sven without any; 
special helo in-the future but I believe that they could do better 
work under the blessing of God if we had better resources, ji. 

the College classes are opening nicely in Madura, fhe general: 
results throughout the Presidency have deen auch in tos Matriculation; 
axamination than last year which of course would naturally mean guch 


snaller entrance classes in college. fhe results in the Madura dighi 


school: were exceotionally good and at Pasumalai aueb better than the; 

average in the High school so that nas beloed us in our entrance class, 
The number in the entrance class in Gollege is nearly twice the strength 
of the one last year which is encourageing, Qf course however one year 


will not oy any means ths wisdom of the changs, it would ode; 
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a: cause of great rejoicing to ald of us if we could have some specials 


help now to get on our feet a little. W@ can not hope to get along 
nore than two or three years orobably without detter buildings. if. 
we Gan have some helo now I bdelieve that we may yet de able in vari 


to Reseiauex regain the opportunity which we lost when we were come 


oelled to chose our Bnglish schools in Madura, Had we been allowed to | 
continue them years ago the start whieh we had would have kept us wells 
ahead and I bebieve that we would now have a good college there with 

very little if any expense to the Soard. At least the Native coldege 


without any missionaries and with na helo from any board has for some 


years had 2 larger income than exoense, though it is true that they 
have spent oractically nothing in enlarging or improving their plant.; 
But they oay their teachers higher salaries than we do. We would not 
oerhaos have had all the patronage that they have had yet if ours were 
the Principal college in Madura we would get a large share of it. Bub 
1 de not grieve over the past. hese wao asked the mission to give; 
up their gnglish schools and reduce their educational work thought 
they were doing right and no one can do better than to do that. If the 
oresent Committee could helo us just now to regain something of that 
opportunity | think it is stili possible, Ido not say this to con- 
plain in any way. Il know you all are doing your utmost to nett the 
Situation in the faces of nany discouragements, and we all rejoice in the 
opportuaities for work bere which we have through the Board. At the 
same time | think you wish to understand just the situation as thoroughly 


as possible. If we wisa to establish ourselves strongly in Madura

with the prejudice against us because ours is a Christian institution 
we must have a better staff than the other college and a fair equipment. 
Yorsover we ought to have a science course as well as an Arts course. 
Very litle attention bas been given so far to science in India, but the 
time is fast coming when that course will assume a very large importance 
here as it bas in other countries, Those who can Look ahead and get 
ready for it when it comes will have the advantage over those who d@ not. 
Uf course we try to keso ever in aind thai the one great reason for our 
being here is to “Disciple ” this osople, to nelo in bringing in the 
Xingdoa of God in this land. But that dogs not prevent us from making 
our work as useful as possible and as attractive as possible along the 
purely educational lines. 
8ut i can pot write much wore. for the last three weeks [ have been 
laid up with fever and an just getting around a little again. I. went 
only to one class at the opening and then had to give up which was a great 
disappointment. { have not attended any classes as yet since getting Ud. 
The last few day I have peen loking a litthe after office work out find 
myseli very weak. Mr. Wallace nas looked after the opening of the College 
in Madura and has doe splendidiy. At Pasumalal some of the Native 
teachers have looked after the admissions and Jr. and irs. Jones have 
ver y Kindky taken part of their time from their own work to look af ter 
mine. Dr. Van Allen vanted that [ should take a sea voyage to rest up 
but there are so many things that seen to need attention just now that 
T have persuaded hia to let as stay on the understanding that J go to 


Kodai early. this seems to snohasize the necessity for my setting 
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away on furlough. I hove that { can get through the year for there is 
much that | wish to do in preparation for going away. { think 

Dr. Jones aay have written you officially about ay request for furlough 
at the end of the year so | need mot write further about that. 

I do wish you could send a man to belo for a little time even if 
he were net permanent, Mr. Wallace is working very hard, doing more tha 
than he can keen uo for long, for he is not very strong. Dr. Jones is 
working to the last limit of his strength. Unless we cam have helo 
probably Mr. Miller will have to come to Pasumalai next year, d% will 
have had only one year at the language and will have had no opoortunity 
to learn anything about the requirements of the work. ( Of course | 
soeak now merely ymy own opinion). ais coming would [ fear aake it 
imposstole for the doarding school: at Battlagundu to be kept up. 

Mr. Perkins will have after the mqazens leave the two large and important 
stations of Tirunangalan and Aruppugottai. Mr. Wallace ought by all 
neans to nage helo in the college in Madura to strengthen our position 
there. But what can we do, sometimes you have thought that 

we Keep Pasunalai open as a bait to try to get men. By the time 

men are ready for work there are usually so many stations hard pressed 
that the gen ars turned asids tare. fhat is one consideration in 
addition to the otnsr one of the sesnins qualifications. But | fear 
this seems like complaining, { know now gladly you would send us dota 
nen and money if you can. Our recent exoerience in Palani has led us 
to think that we must necessarily go ratosr slow in putting financial.

Sovernnent was taking with reference to our removing the college to 
vadura. ine Brahmins in Madura, especially those oack Of the Native 
vollege sent memorial to Zovernaent against our coming into Madura, 
Owing to the death of the son ’' ble Mr. Stuart last Novemoer ( Jirector 
of Public Instruction for Madras) there was a new man apoointed as 
Hirector , the br. Bourne, and as often happens when 4 new gan 
taxes up that ge work he was not very friendly towards wissionary educa- 


tion. Generally new birectors are strong and seem

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rather jealous of Mission institutions. Yoreover the memoer of 
the Governor’s Gouncil who had charge of the #ducational portfolio was 
not syapathetic towards wissionaries and so the Brahmins in Madura sue- 
cesded in persuading tee Governnent thgt our coming to Madura would 
seriously injure their institution and that we ought not therefore to be 
allowed to cone. As we had however before moving to Madura referred 
the matter to the Syddicate of the Madras University as weld as to the 
Uirector of Public Instruction we bad the advantegs so far. ine 
Governuent asked the syndicate to reconsider their previous action in the 
natter, out the Syndicate refused to a0 so, and that finally decided the 
matter. When Ur. Jones was on his way to Calcutte in Mareh he stopped) 
in Madras and saw the Secretary to Governuent, the Uirector of Puodlic 
instruction and the Neaber of Council who Has Gharge of aducational 
matters and did what he could to explain the situation from our standpod 
point, i then wrote a statement of our case and sent in to Sovernuent 
and inmediately afterwards went to Wadras to see again the various officia- 
ls there. ihsy seened to have pretty strongly wade up their winds a9ains 
us, but were uncertain as to whether anything more could be done as the 
Syndicate of the University had given oermission. So paving done

Side. fhe industrial side is yet to be developed and will require time 
and money. there is the fheological pjepartaent which has not only:

During the last ten years in which we have enjoyed your guidance, you have worked with an 
indefatigable zeal and enthusiasm that has inspired even us of the dull Kast with a degree of the 
same. You set a high ideal before you and did not care for immediate applause or appreciation. 


From the first you strove hard to hasten the time of self-support in the Institutions under your 
management. You desired that natives should participate in the government and direction of Mission 
Institutions. You opened an Industrial Branch at Pasumalai. You endeavoured both by precept and 
example to disabuse our minds of false notions of dignity.

“In reply to yours of Jan. 15th. I have to say that Mr. Carnesie does not 


do any educational work either with libraries or colleses or anythins else 
outside of Engkish speaking pacokes: ( This does not include India. ) 

And he adds as a post-script that Mr. Carnesie: is in Florida and will 
not be back till springs. i wrote asain a brief note callings attention to 
the fact that I wanted the library principally for the Englis h speakins 
people ef Madura. Have had no reply as yet to the second note. I do not 
think the case is hopeless but there is not much encouragement in the situa 
tion at present. 

I have as yet made no further effort to see any one else or get the 
college before then. i seem to be so busy with my work in the University 


end to make much out of this it would be necessary to sive up a good deal of 


time to it. 

I betieve I haye already intimated that I misht ask te stay in America 
another year in order to continue further work at Teachers College and alse 
to try to work for an endowment. T should be Sled to have your opinion 
on this matter. The situation is this:. We have in our mission a large 
_ educational work. No one of us has had any professicnal trainins to speak | 
of alons pedagogical lines. It ought not to be so an lonser, for the ed- 


ucational department in the Madras Presidency is continually revising the 


Curriculum and makins other chenses and we ousht to have some who know about 
the questions involved and what is beings done in America alons these lines. 

Il consider the work that I am settins this year very valuable , but I have 

not as yet sot anything like what I ought to have. I should like to see 

wore of school work elsewhere too. = I think I need hardly explain the need | 


here, You know that as well as Il. 


Then there is the other auestion of ar endowment. i do not know that 


I shall: be able to do anything. 1 only know the great need. I think

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there must be some one who will help us if onky we could find them. It 
seems to me that the situation with reference to our college is gronins 
more and more critical. J believe that I referred in @ previous letter 


te the propesal recently: made by the Director of Foblic Instruction in the 


Madras Presidency to the Senate of the Madras University, proposing to so 


change the constitution of the University that Second Grade colkeges would 


keep their students only one year after the High schosl when they would be 
required to so to First Grade colleses if they wished to continue their 
college course. 1 believe the question has been referred to a Committee 
‘of the University Senate. I hardly think likely that it will carry seek 
Py If it should it would make it precticelly impossible to carry on 
Second Grade Colleges, and I presume that is whet it is intended to do. 
But, even should there be no immediate change in this matter, if we 
must $0 on with ever decreasing resources and no better staf*. or contenu 
in the future, while other institutions ere soins ahead our position will 
become more and more difficult. When I first went to India, the Appro- 
priation from the Eoara for the College was Rupees 6,500 ; the last year 
that I was there it was 4,500 and this year I suppose it will be reduced 
Still more on account of the reduced appropriation. There is no college | 
seo far as I know that can permanently survive under such conditions. if 
we could lock for en increase from tuition that would be something, but 
as you know the financiel condition of the country makes any larse sains 
here practically impossible, 
The ouestion of keeping the college at Pasumalai or moving to Madura was : 
the avestion of slow death or the chanCe to live. There is a chance in 


Madura to do a work that is worth while. The difference between Madura and 


Fasumalai is that 


&ét Posumakai we 
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would have had a very poor chance in competition with the Native Cokbege, 
eyen with better equipment. In Madura we haye a chance if we can improve 
our eouipment. 

But I have no need to argue asain the need of an endowment. You are 
perfectly agreed with me as to that. The question now is , shall I arrange 

0 sae home another year with the idea in part of tryins to secure an.en- 
dowment? Since 1 have hed practically no experience in this matter, it will 
be altogether in the nature of an experiment. My own feeling is that I <.col 
should like to haye another year. 1 know that the mission in Madura will 
Sreatly need ny help because: they are so few. I know too that there will 
be the feebins on the part of a good many that “ Oh, there is another mission- 
ary makings an excuse to set another year at home.” And since 2 am in the 
employ of the churches I suppose 7 ought to sive some consideration to this. 
latter opinion. Still, I have told you what wy thought is about the matter. 

I should be slad if you will kindly and frankly tell: me what you think. 
I shall make no forwal reguest to the Prudential Committee until I hear from 
you in the matter. fe will consider this letter as informal. 

I shoukd be slad to know as soon @s convenient, for my work next term 
will depend somewhat on whether ¢ return to India this year or plan to wait 
another year. I might say further that even should I stay another year, , 
I am not at all certain that I should even try for a Doctor’s degree. Aside 
from the question of starding which it might sive me before the Department 
of Education in india there would be no other sain and so fer as the value 


of what I would set as related to my attual work when I so back I would be 


able to set a good deal more by the sreater freedom which I would have in not 


tryins for the desree. 


Again, I am not sure that I can afford to stay another year in New... 


York even should I wish to. The $37.50 that I get as an allowance just 


about covers cost of Foom, board and laundry, and I am taking the very 
cheapest that I can with any regard for safety to health. Books, clothin 
and incidentat expemses I have to proyide for outside of my aklowance. I haye 
had to buy a number of books for class work here, and have had to buy warmer 
clothing , as my India clothing was too light. I am meeting this expense 
out of a little bit of money which my Father save me, his idea being that ¥ sic 
should put it somewhere so that I could have it when I am too old to work . 
Instead of that = am puttins it into equipment for the workins pert of 
my life hopins thereby to wake my life tell for more. Ll have done it , 
rememberins that the Board makes no regular proyision for the old age of 
sissionaries , and puts those who must have help in the very embarassing posi- 
tion of reaquirins them te ask for help each year. 1 am not sure how far 
it is wise er right te do es I am doing. If one could only be sure that 
with the end of the ability to work here would come the “passins” to work 
in other worlds it would be alright, but one is not sure. Still, I think 
I would try somehow to stay another year. I think you will understand 
this es not at all a complaint but as the statement of another aspect of a 
question which is rather a serious one with me just now. 


T trust that the outlook in the reoms is brightenins ea little.

special donations, which go into the regular current expenses of the insti- 
tution and not for special things as buildings, equipment, etc. 

For th e estimate of the average of Missionaries salaries, I have taken 
first the figures which Mr. Wissin has just sent me for the satebibi of the 
three men on the field, Jones, Wallace, Ferrick. I have also added Miller 


as he is in charge at Pasumalai, makins his salary that of a man and wife 


without any children. Jones and Wallace have rather large families, 


] 
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Herrick has one child and Miller has no children, so that perhaps it would be 


fair to take these four families, add up the total expense and divide by four 
to get the average . | 

second, I have taken the item of furloughs. 

I have taken as the average family a missionary and wife and two children. 
I have supposed that the average length of time on the fiedd between furloughs 
is nine years. Some so out and have to return in a year or two. Some 
stay a little longer than nine years. I have taken nine as the average, and 
do not think that excessive. I have taken as the basis of estimate of cost 
the amount allowed me to get home last year, £800.00. It is just enough 
to come in fair comfort on the moderately priced steamers. Allowins that 
the two children cowe at half fare, that would make the family equal to three © 
adult members, and the cost one way, $900.00, or home and 
This distributed over the term of nine years would make an additional amount of 
$200.00 per year so each family. 

Third, I have tagen the item of conveyance allowance in India, Rupees 20C 
per year, or $#€€.00. 

Fourth, I have taken the item of outfit. The first grant is #500. I 
believe an additional allowance of $200. is made when asked for, and my inpreail 
sion is that it is generally asked for. Then there is a refit allowance 
of , I believe $300.4‘ when returning after furlough. I am not sure but that 
the amount is largerfor a family. I do not have tbe hand book here. 

This would wake a total of $1,100.CC for outfit for a term of eighteen years. 
I take this as the average life of a missionary family on the field. 1 do not 


think that the average is so lons as this. This then would make an average 


of $41.00 per year to be added on account of outfit. 


| 


The items are then as follows:-

frow figukes furnished by Treasurer Wiggin, averase,for one family, 


$1778. 

Add average per year on account of furlough account, 200.

As Mr. Herrick is in charge of the Madura Station and therefore gives only 
part.of his time to helping Mr. Wallace in the Collese, I have put the salary 
of one and one half missionary families to the account of the College and High 
School in Madura, Wr. Miller to the Righ School ahd Training Institution at 
Pasumalai, and Dr. Jones to the Theological Seminary. 

I think this will explain fully how I have made up this statement, ard on 


what basis. I do not think this excessive, indeed, I know it is not. Rather | 


I should think that , because it makes no provisicns for any extra expense of 
any kind, and such expenses sometimes come, it is insufficient. 

Instead of sending ea statement to Dr. Dennison direct I am sending you tuo 
copies so that if for any reason you think this an unfair or excessive 
Statement you may have the opportunity of presentins to him such modified 
Statement as you think best. I am only writins him that I have sent you a 
statement and have asked him to see you about it , as you will see from a 
copy , enclosed, of my letter to him. I think nothing furtber is necessary, 


save the statement itself? enclosed. I shall be glad if something may cone 
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from this toward an Endowment for our college. You will notice that I have 
made no estimate of what is needed for the future development of our work. 

I have not as yet made a sufficiently careful stucy . of that question to be 
ready with any detailed statement to which I am willing to commit myself, and 
I shall not do so without First canes aie with you. I have however | 


tried to indicate in a general way somethins of the need ard opportunity. 


I trust that you had a helpful hopeful convention at Nashville. I have 
received the articles of incorporatior of Huphrates College. Thank you for 
it. I have as yet only looked hurriedly over it. I spent Sunday and 


Monday with Dr. and Mrs. Washburn at Meriden, and had a longs talk with him about 
collese affairs. I shall hope to «Fite you again at an early date about,

ening the college before the endowment shall be made the basis for reduction in - 
appropriations, it gives us ali the opportunity that we need for the immediate | 
present to work for an nidiiian',.. l presume the action of the ecundanun 

in limiting the amount asked for at present to $800,000. is due either to their 
fear of frightening people by asking for too large an amount at once, or 
possibly they do not wish the general funds of the Board to be entirely re- 
lieved of responsibility for the college. But that is a matter of no 


immediate 
importance, and will doubtless settle itself all right if the time shogld come 


when it is necessary to take that up. 


I do not know that 1 quite understand the full import of that clause in 
resolution 2 which says “ with the distinct understanding that it must not 
interfere in any way with the efforts to secure funds urgently required by 
the general treasury of the Board.” I presume that is meant to safeguard 
the interests of the Board and prevent any attempt to get money that night 
othervise come into the general treasury of the Board through ordinary chan- 
nels. 1 shall try not to violate the spirit of this provision so far 
as my efforts so. 

With reference to the fourth resolution, I am glad for it, though I had not 
thought that the Committee would pass any resolution at present with ref- 
erence to that matter. 1 am glad to know that the Frudential Committee 
accept that as the line cf future development for our college. I have 
thought it over a sood many times since we toox the first step towards mov- 
ing our college into Madura, and it has always seemed to me that here is our 
Opportunity. Il am not sure whether when it comes to a definite proposi- 
tion the mission will be with we or not. As I think I have already said, lI 
have talked it over at various times in Council and with individuals, and 
generally the response has been favorable. But when it comes to committing 
themselves to any policy that reaches a long way into the future they may 
hesitate. However, we shall doubtless know ere long. When J wrote to 
the Secretary of the mission asking for extension of leave for one year I at 
the same time wrote a twelve page letter principally with reference to the 
future policy of the mission defining my own position in the matter as 
clearly as I could and asking the mission to take some definite action with 


reference to lt. My experience with the mission on the industriel propo- 


sition at Pasumalai seemed to make such ao step necessary. There were 

some who seemed always wanting to discuss the watter but unwilling to come to 
any definite agreement that would involve the future. In a letter which I 
had from Dr. Jones last week in reply to my letter he said that if I had made 
Simply the request for extensicn of huss the mission would have acted on 
that and been able to report, but that as I had coupled it with the long’ 
discussion on the other gquesticn and the request for some definite commitment 
on it there was ea strong minority who were in favor of deferring any action 
until the meeting at Kodai, and another letter this week says that action 
on the whole thing has been deferred uniil that time. Dr. Jones added that 
it Would probably call out a big discussion. It is a question that needs 
most careful consideration and any hasty or ill-considered action is certain- 


ly to be avoided. I am very glad to know that Dr. Washourn approves of 


this line of development. 
With reference to the cable from Kodai Kanal->“yes” means that the mission 

has axproved of the idea of .incorporetion and a board of trustees here, leaving 
the working out of the articles of incorporation to be determined later. At 
least that is what 1 asked them to make it mean, and | presume that they have. 
So that leaves us free to go ahead at once. Yes, the next step now is 
to find the right men to serve on this Board, and Il agree that it is most 
important to get the right men. | I trust that you had time to talk the noteull 
over with Dr. Creegan, and | shall see him at the first opportunity with ref- 
erence to it. I shall be glad to have Dr. Creegan on the Board and think it 
might be wise to Bave the Secretery of the board having the Indian Missions, 
and the District Secretary in hew York ex officiis members of the board. 


The amount on hand for buildings is sufficient for the immediate present. 


If we can secure an endowment that will provide for enlargement then more 
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4 
buildings will be needed. But the endowment is the first thing. Everything 


else depends on the success of the effort to secure that. And I think it 
will be worse than useless for the mission to make any official approach to 
Government on the matter until an endowment is secured. it would be sure 
of refusal.

Mr. Wallace 
said that they were goings to try to get a reduction. I doubt whether they 
will succeed. ‘As it is just adjoining the Public Park, and near the new 
Government offices and the District Court, it is a deninedie lot, and is no . 
doubt rapidly rising in value, but I do not see why Government should hold it 
at such a price. ©f course we must have it, even at thet price, but this 
will teave still less for buildings. in view of that fact I have changed 
a little my statement so as to show $20,500. on hand for butidinsgs “in Madura 
‘instead of $25,000. I have also changed a little my statement in the 


paragraph “ Buildings and quipment” makin¢ the statement of further need 
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a little stronger than I had it formerly. 


I have wondered whether a few short quotations such as I read ‘in our

I am glad to know that you approve of the statement prepared for use 
in our campaign for endowment. I shall make the correction on page 10. 
If the total amount is $32,000 instead of $33,000 that will leave $1,000 less 
for buildings. 

While I very much regret the present attitude of Government in the matter 
of the land, I am not on the whole very much surprised. The Director of 
Public Instruction seems to be strongly prejudiced against mission education 
in general as is always the case when a new man comes into office , one who has 


been in &£ke some Government institution previously. Hach man seems to come 


‘into office with the idea that what he wants to do is to build up a strong 


department. It often seems that the men in the Government institutions are 


“Ss jealous of mission institutions. Then again, since our cellege is not 

. so strong as the Native college in Madura nor securing on the whole quite such 
good results it gives some ground for objecting to our doing anything to 
strengthen our institution, Of course the Governwent thinks of it as 
putting two institutions in Madura where from their standpoint, they think one 
would suffice. They do not remember the educational work that our mission 
has carried on for years. I think however that if ue can develop our col- 


lege along the lines planned, science and industries, we will very soon win 


government to a different attitude, that is, if we can show them that wre are 


2 
really in a position to do something worth while. The failure of our 
attempt at Manamadura will not help us any. 

Then again I suppose the Brahmins, some of them, have been doing all 
they can to prevent our getting the land. Mr. Chandler wrote a little 
while ago that one of the leading Brahmins in Madura told Dr. Van Allen some 


time ago that we certainly would not get it. I presume they have been — 
trying to bid against us and putting up the price. They are a crafty 
lot and have ways of doing things that we know not of. With this 


added to what we already have, I think we will have a splendid location. 
I notite that you still write of the College as the Pasumalai College, 


and in the action passed by the Prudential Committee recently the name of 
the College is given as the “ Pasumalai College.” I think you wrote ge that 
/the name had been changed both by vote of the mission and by that of the 


Prudential Committee. If there is any legal importance attached to this | 


action would it not be well to have the name changed in the vote as recorded.

I have your letter of the. 2 inst., with returned draft of Constitu- | 


tion and By-laws. I have also received by the last mail draft of a 
constitution worked out by the Madura Mission . I have worked over a new 
draft embodying the changes suggested by you, and also embodying such changes 
as made any essential difference from the draft received from India. 

I send you a copy of the revised draft, together with my former draft 
for reference, and I also enclose the draft received from India. I am not 
sure whether you received a copy of the India draft or not, so send mine 
in case you did not. Will you kindly potern to me the India draft, also” 
my former draft, and unless you care to keep it, the copy of the revised 


draft which I am sending you. If you care to keep the revised draft, all { 


right, if not I shall forward it to India. 


I have had a letter from Mr. Chandler acknowledsins receipt of the former 
copy which I sent him. He makes no suggestioms of change, so + presume it 
fairly well meets his approval. 

There is not much that seems to me to meed comment. As to the name, you 
will see that the Mission in India .make no sussgestior of a name. In view

Still, =~ am quite willing to accept that name if nothing else is sugsested. 
I notice that you cut out the clause in Art. IV of the Constitution of 
the Board which provides for two general classes of funds. I have left 
that out and made a little change in the wording of what comes before. My 
thought has been that it would be well to in some general way provide for 
these two general classes of fuds, the endowment, of which only the interest 


should be sent to India, aid funds for buildings, current expenses, etc., 


all of which would be sent. I do not quite know what youXobjection to the 
clause is. The legal question is the one that 1 have had in mind. If 


what I now send is still unsatisfactory, will you kindly write out such state- 


ment as you think would meet the need. 


I notice that you made an “x” opposite Art. III of the Constitution for 
the College, but made no sugsestion as to nhat change you would desire. I 
presume that you felt as I do that the statement is not quite satisfactory 
somehow. I should be glad of any better statement. I have in the revised | 


draft substituted “ Christian” for “noble” as beings a stronger tern. 


Under article V of the College Constituticn you add the words “ internal 


affairs”. I presume “internal” is meant to be the opposite of “external” 
or perhaps“American ? Internal and external does not seem to me a very : 
satisfactory classification of the affairs of the college. I have suggested 
“local” which would have as its opposite “foreign”. This does not seem quite 
satisfactory either. The slans way in which “internal ” is sonetines used 
is perhaps my chief objection to that word. | 


T believe there is nothing further in the suggestions made by you that calls. 
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mires From the draft furnished from India I have added that part which 
defines a little more clearly the duties of the Coincil, the reporting to 

the Board of Trustees in America of receipts and expenditures, and that part 
providing for the Madura Church Union electing members of Council when they 
or the Indian community shall have contributed a certain amount of Endowment. 
4 This is of course copied from the Euphrates Constitution. It probably will 
not become effective for some time in Madura, but I think it is on the whole 


a good thing to have in. It may serve as a little stimulus. 


If there are further changes that you may have to suggest that might 


have to be considered from a legal standpoint, will you kindly let me know 


of them a s soon as convenient so as to stbmit them to some legal authority in 


time for the meeting next week. 


I presume that you have had the report of the Mission meeting at Kodai. 
I have a letter from Dr. Jones with copy of ymurx letter sent to you and copy 
of the resolutions passed. 

Items 5 and 6 in the Secretary’s letter to you perhaps call for sone ref- | 
erence. Taking item 5, the mission as you notice is willing to extend my — | 
leave of absence for another year provided the Prudential Committee think 
it advisable for the purpose: of trying to raise an endowment. My request 
to the mission was made first, that I might have more time for study, and | 
second, time to work for endowment. In his letter to me Dr. Jones states that |

anything towards securing an Endowment. I have never tried such work. I can | 
only say that I am willing to try.

of our lack of funds to secure the best teachers and a fair equipment, the 
rivalry of the Native college and the opposition of Government.

ment and Sora ee rerreeey ee the use that I made of it. They seem to have 
gotten the idea that I represented to you that the mkzsxx college as it 
stands today is a failure, and that the only remedy for the situation is to 
start the college along scientific aud industrial lines. My reply to them 
is that . it seemed to me best that you should know frankly the situation in wha 
which the college is today in order that you might appreciate the urgency of our 
appeal for help, and that my reasong for advising that our college develop 
along scientific and industrial lines is that here lies the greatest need of | 
India today, and here then is our best opportunity for the future. I heartil 
a agree with their statement about the success of the college in the past 
if I understand what they mean by success, success in buxkadxugxupxxx helping 


to turn the people of India towards Christ, and I could wish that they had 


based their £kherefereXx resolution, “ We therefore believe in the continuan- 


ce of the college on its present lines” on a conclusion reached by a careful 


consideration of the needs of the country and the probable opportunities for

However, even supposing this of their resolutiscn to be true 
I think that their action and the resolution passed indicates that there is a 
very considerable difference of opinion between myself and some at least of the 


members of the mission on this matter. You will remember perhaps that I said) 


when I net the India Sub-Committee in Boston some time ago that I déd not know 


whether the mission would be wibh me in the proposal for this line of develop- 
ment, but that I had put the matter before them and hoped to get a reply soor. 
This then is their reply. I doubt not that the closing up of the Manamadura 


Industrial school has been used as au arsument in their discussion. I thin: 


that we will be able to make someking of a workable compromise , that is the 
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mission and myself. If not it may make necessary the consideration of an 
important personal ethical question with reference to the future, but it is 
not necessary to consider that now. I am writing out a long statement of 
my reasons for believing that we should advance along scientific and indus- 
trial lines to send then. If you are interested in it I should be glad to 
let you see the copy, as well as all the previous corresponderce with ref- 
erence to this whole matter. It is lengthy however, and I doubt whether you 
will care to look it over. 

The questior comes as to just where we are at in this matter of future 


development. The Prudential Committee have accepted the scientific and 


industrial idea, and the mission has rejected it. Perhaps it will work 
itself out all right in the ead and it is no t necessary to do anything more 
about it at present save to carry on a plan of campaign to educate the members 
of the mission in the matter. However, I am ready to be advised , if you have 
any siggestion to make. You will notice that I have left out of the revised 
constitutis«n of the College the clause under art. III which states that in 
carrying out the purpose of the college, “ special impertameexx emphasis shall 
be given to the sciences aid the industrial arts.” 


I think there is no need for further comment at present.

For some time 1 have had under consideration the question of asking 


for extension of leave for another year in America. And for two reasons: 
First, for the purpose of further study. As you know none of our men in 
the Madura mission have had any professioral training as teacherg. I have | 


always felt while in the work there that I was greatly handicapped by not hav- 
ing had such a training. In these days to undertake to be a teacher without 
having studied pedagogy both in theory and practice, is a good deal like 
one undertaking to be a doctor without having studied medicine, or a lawyer 
without having studied law, or a minister without having studied theology. 
With our large educational work it seems to we that we ought to mend our ways 
as speedily as possible in this matter. I have been taking werk during th 
winter in Teachers College and think that this will be of great help to me 
when I go back. I have during this year found out what the problems are 
frow a theoretical standpoint, and something of practice, but if I could have 
another year, it would I think help me to get things together and organized 
as I do not have them now. 

Second, I shall be glad to try what I can do towards raising tm or 
helping to raise the endowment which we have set out to raise for our college. 


It is not necessary that I emphasize the importance of this. I do not know 


what I may be able to do in this matter but I shall be glad to try what I 
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can do if the Prudential Committee are willing to give me an extension. of 
leave. | 

I have referred the matter to the mission and I think you have their 
resolution on the matter so I need not quote it here. 

I am not sure that I shall be able for financial reasons to spend another 
winter in New York. It has cost me this year quite a little more than my 
allowance, and ifl take work in teachers college next year I presume I shall 
have $150.0( tuition to pay which I have not had to pay this year through 
the scholarship that I was able to get by the help of your letter nhich you so 
kindly wrote last year. Still 1 shalltry to get a little outside work 
to do if possible , and shall make the best efort I can if the Committee 
approves of my staying another year. 

In making this request I aw not forgetful of the great need which there 
is in the mission for more help. 1 regret to do anything that aould add 
to their burdens there, but if somethins of permanent sain cam come t o our 


work by my staying another year, I think in the end it would be wise.

Thank you very much for your letter of yesterday received, and for 
the extension of leave for another year which the Prudential Committee have 
so generously granted me. Thank you also for your kind words of appre- 
Ciation which I shall be very glad if I can im any small way justify. 

I think we are getting things into shape so that we can appeal to people 
with money and I hope that we may be successful in that final and most import- 
ant step. 

I do not know that tbe large chart would be of any speisal help just now. 

I have shotereenks of the College buildings etc., and my thought is to get 
such cuts as may be already in existence that will be of use, so as to save 
expense. 

Last night I sseke off a copy of our constitution as revised up to date 
to send you, and so perhaps I had as well send it on, so that you may look it 
over if you care to. Phere are only two points that I will speak of. 

In Art.I Sec. 4, in the draft previously sent you it reads “ The Board of 
Trustees ....shall be elected.....from amongst a list of persons nominated by 
the Peudestiel Committee , etc.” It was thought by some here that this 
would meke the work of electing the Board unnecessarily invclved and might occa- 
sion delay and it was sugilested that this provision should be changed to 


read “ The Board of Trustees shall be elected by ballot ....... A list of 
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the names of persons thus elected ...shall within two weeks after such 


election, be sent for approval to the Prudential Committee of the American 
Board.” 

The other point is with reference to Article VI. Mr. Lyon, our lawyer, 
raised the question as to whether it would be legally possible for this 
arrangement to hold. He thought that if funds were given by any one for this 


college in Madura it might be difficult to provide so that teese funds could be 


legally taken from this college and transferred to some other institution. 
However, he promised to give the questioy further consideration. 

Dr. Creegan did speak to me some time ago about his desire to make a tour 
of mission fields this coming year and that in case this arrangement were made 
he might ask me to look a little after his office. While I appreciate 
very much the honor shown in this thought of me, I am doubtful about my being 
of much service in that capacity. It would be a splendid thing if Dr. Creegan 


could visit the mission fields.

Washburn being alsc sa Williams man, and in view of the interest which the Wil- 
liaws College has taken in our college, that it might be a good plan to heve 
some closer cornection between Wiltians college ard our college, perhaps 8 pro- 
fessorship endowed by Rilliens College Alumni. Dr. Hopkins was present at the 
meeting in the afternoor and he told me as we walked back from the meeting that 
he thought perhaps something might come of it. He said there were two or three 
men present who oe help us if they cared to do sc. Later I sew the Secretary 
of the Y.M.C.A. abovt it, and he thought it would be s gcod thing, and promised 
to take the matter up after the summer. 

I regret to learn of the death of Dr. Smith. After a busy life cf fine 


achievement he has gone to his rewerd. This wil] leave you wibh much addi-

LT have yours of July 5th., just receivei today, alsc your letter of July 
1Cth. 
Thank you very much for so kindly getting for me an advance of £12.5C per 
month on my allowance while at heme. It will te a great hele and will I hoce 
make it possible for me to stay in New York another winter. Cr. Creesan 
spoke to me about the matter some days ago, and susgsested that I ought perhaps 
to have more Living in New York and 38ii sonethins of writing you about it. I 
have thought a good deal about it since then and I hate very much to have to take 
this additional sum, for I know there are few things that compromise one more 
than any irresularity with reference to financial affairs. Cn the other hand 
I find that it would be impossible for me to stay in New York another year without 
some additional income, for it has cost me this last year quite a little wore 
than I have had from the Board, and [I would not have the additional money of my 
Cwn this winter. sco [I shall take it with many thanks and try to make the best 
use of it I can. Foom rent, coard and laundry just about teok my allowance 
last year. Then there were various rather Jarse extras. T have hal to have 
gome jJental work Jone, also have had to have my eyes examined and get new élasses, 
fo r I have been havins a gcod deal of trouble. Am not through with this yet, 
but this ani the dentistry will take at least cne month’s allowance. Il have 


spent about two months allowance for clothins, and one month’s ellowance for 


tuition and tcoks in the sumer school here. Thus four months allowance has 
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been spent in these four items. I appreciate the difficulty of the situa- 
tion from the standpoint of the Prudential Committee, for they can not well 
make any differeace between one and another in these matters, nor can such things 
easily be explained should any one question them. At the sane time the allow- 
ance which one gets while at home makes it practically impossible to study in a 
place like New York at least, and to me this is one of the most valuable opportu- 
nities connectei with the furloush. I have been glad to be able to meet the. 
additional expense this last year myself, siace I believe that the sum Levestel 

in this way now will be a better investment than to keep it for afterwhile. I 
hope I shall not have occasion to change that opinion when the “afterwhile” 

omes. I might add that the College here has been gcod enough to give me a 
scholarship to cover cost of tuition for next year asain. 

Now with reference to your letter of the 1Cth. inst., and reference to Dr. 
Jones’ letter. Dr. Jones has kindly sent me a copy of his letter to you. 

I rather expected that about such a letter would come from him when he received 

a report of the resolution of the Prudential Committee, I think he is quite 
nervous over the whole question of what we may do over here before we set through 
and eishes to keep thinss from getting out of hand too far. ke seems to have 
the idea that I have been pushing the matter over-much with the Frudential Con- 
mittee. 

In view of what various members of the mission have said in time past and 
remembering the talk that I had with the Council in Madura just before leaving | 
it seems to me that what they are doins now is to oppose what they have inter- 
preted to be my position in the matter. They have doubtless talked over the 
matter, come to some kind cf a conclusion as to what they thought was my idea, 
and are convinced that they, or some of them at least, do not favor it. Rowever 


I thiok the whole matter will clear up pretty soon, cr at least any uneasiness 
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with reference to it. I should be glad if they would consider the matter 
from a little different standpoint. fhat I am trying to do is to give such 
study to the question as will help me as nearly as may be td com@ to a correct 
estimate of what the great@st needs of India from an educaticnal standpoint are 
likely to be for the next fifty or a hundred years and remembering our position 
as Christian missionaries, plan to meet that need in the most effective manner 
cossible. I have no personal theory that I wish to work out, nor position 
that I wish to vindicate. Such study as I have been able to give to the questio 
leads me to believe that India is sharing to some extent at least in the general 
awakenins of the Crient, and that what she is already in need of from the educa- 
tional standpoint more than anything else is just this industrial and scientific 
trainins. I am quite ready to admit that the industrial situation in India is 
quite different from ahat it is here, and that until things develop.a little. fur- 
ther there are not likely to be large numbers of young men catia oe this line of 
study. Fut I believe the time is coming, comirs soon, and that it would be well. 
for us to plan to mfet that situation. Fowever, there is ne necessity of arsu- 
ins the question further at present, and surely I have no desire whatever. tec 
try to force any opinion of my own upon the missicn. The important thins to 
do now is to go ahead ani set the endowment, and I have no doubt but that when that 
is done the other question will adjust itself. 

Thank you for your word of re-assurance to the Missior with reference to my 
position in this matter. 7 

My last letter from Dr. Washburn received two days ago expresses his regret 
that the name of the college in the charter has been changed from“The American 
Collese of Liberal and Applied Arts” to the shorter one, “ The American College”, 
since he thinks the other name showing that we stdod for this line of develop- 


ment would put us in a better positioi both with reference to the Government and 
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the Hindu community, just the opposite of what Dra Jones has. stated. How- 
ever, in view cf the position that. the mission is takings on the question, it is 
doubtless best to leave it as it is.. 

TI have registered in the Sumner school here in Columbia and am takings 
French and German with the idea that if I have any show of getting throush I shall 
probably try for the Ph.D. next June. As [I have never had any German and very 
little French it is rather a big undertakings to try to set up both of these lan- 
guases so as to paBs a readins exatination in them. Thoush I was absent more 
than half of the time the seeaed. ters of last year I succeeded in passing all 
the work that I was takings. I still have quite a little to do aside from the 
languages to complete the required work. There is beth a written and an oral 
examination. before the degree is siven and a dissertation to write. Nearly half 
of the men who tried the written test last June failed, so i t is a rather dif- 
ficult examination to pass. Still, it would be worth so much tc the college 
both with the government and with the Hindu people if 7 could get the degree 
that it seems worth-shile making the best effort I car for it, even sheuld I fail 
in the erd. IT shall try not tc let this interfere in any way with what I ought 
to do towards settins the endowment, for I realize that this endownent is of 
foremost importance. 

I have had little trouble with the fever that used tc bother me i n Iniia 
for some time now, and that makes it possible for we to work to better advantase. 

I trust that the outlook is trisht for securins the Millicn dcllars before the 
annual meetings. I am glad also to hear from India that Mr. Eanninga is better. 


I hope that he may yet be able to remain.

If the omission would not 
likely be noticed it would perhaps be as web) , doubtless better to omit it, 
especially in view of the position which the mission has taken on the question 
of the development of the college.

I received yesterday the copy of your letter from Vr. Wallace ‘ 

Thank you for sending me a copy. This letteb seens to indicate that at least 
so far as Mr. Wallace is concerned the objection is not so wuch to havins 
some, even a considerable amcunt of scientific and industrial training crovided 
the other side of it is not abandoned. | In that I think we all agree. 

I think it is hardly necessary to discuss the gquestior further with the mis- 
sion at present. Until we have secured our endcwment and are in a position 
to do something the discussion of this question is largely an academic one. 

If we get the endowment and are ready to strengthen the collese then the ques- 


tion will doubtless come up again. I have no doubt but that when that time 


comes we shall ve able all to agree on such a course as may seem best. I think 


this discussion of the guestion and bringing it clearly before us *ill have done 
good and prepared the way for a satisfactory solution of tbe problem aben it 
becomes a practical one. 

What Mr. Wallace says about the idea possibly having got abroad here that the 
collese as “ 4 Siicneny+ieetitetios is a failure” cerhaps. calls for a brief re- 
mark. You will remember perhaps my talk with you some time ago I think the 
first time I met you after reaching America last year, with reference to the situa- 
tion in which the collese stands today. I think I told you of the suall num- 


ber of students , the position which the government had taken when we moveld the col 
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lege to Madura, and the fact that the Native college in Madura and cur college 
were doings the same kind of work, aside from the religious influence 

of our college. I believe that I also spoke of our teachers as being often 
times inferior to those of the other college frou the fact that we could not pay 
peeris so high wages as they were payins. I think I did not characterize this 
Situation as indicating failure though it would be a fair inference from what T 
did say that the success cof the collese as indicated by the number cof students 

that we have as compared with the other institution, the difficulty that we had in 
getting those and the general results of our work did not indicate the measure of 
success that I should like. our ccllege to have. I wrote to the mission through J 
the Secretary that I had had such a talk with you for I thought it but fair that 
they should know it, as T knew that I had never talked quite so frankly with you 
about it before and I had the impression that no one had, and that therefore you 
had not known previously quite what the real situation was. The letter that 

i received frou Dr. Jones in reply to this contained a very severe censure for 
having as he put it “ been to frank with you in my statement and thus compromised the} 
institution here.” That was I suppose the reason for the claim tade in the 
resolution passed at the mission meetins at Kodai to the effect that the college 
had been a success in the past elon. the old lines and that it would ee a still 
Sreater success in the future if it could secure better support. The mission, 
or some of them at least seem to have interpreted the matter in this way: They 
thought that I had been representins to you that the collese was not a success a- 
lons the old lines and that therefore we must chanse to some other line of work. 

I think you will agree with me that such was not my agsument at all. My thousht 
was that you should know the real situatio: in order that you might be able to 

help us intelligently and to the greatest extent. After makings the statement 


about the situation of the college my arsument was, not that the collese hal 


been a failure as a literary institution and that we should therefore try science, 
but rather that the college was not doing as good nork as it ought nor setting 
the students that we desired because of the inadequate support which we had been 
receiving ( at that time the appropriations frow the Foard only about three- 
fourths of what they were when I went to India) and that therefore we were in 
great need of better support if we were to continue the college. My argument | 
in favor of science and industries rested upon an entirely different basis. I 
felt that the question might naturally be asked , “ What reason is there for putting 
in a large sul of money into the collese, other than werely the desire to make it 
a, successful inst&tution?” If the Native college is established in Wadura andl 
doing good work, what real need is there for another college.” The question that | 
Tl asked myself was, “ Is there any need of the people from an educational stand- 
point that is not being met at present, and can we take that up?” It seemed to me 
that there is a very great need which the other college is not attempting to meet 
and is not likely to do so and that herefrom the educational standpoint lies our 
Opportunity. It seemed to me also that to take up this-line of work would sive 
us just as good an opportunity to fulfill our mission frow the Christian stanipoin 


as the other, and that of course is the primary reason for our beings in the coun- 


try at all. The criticism of the mission has come,in part at least I think, 


from their misunderstanding as to what my purpose was in making this statement tc 
you. As to whether it was wise or unwise to have made it you are as capable 
cf determining as any one. It seemed to me best at the time and I ag ncot yet 
convinced that it was a mistake.

Thank you for yours of yesterday. With reference to what I sent you on 
last Friday, as I intimated in my letter I shall be glad to have you make any 
S Changes that you may wish in the manuscrirt. 
As to the more “forual style ” with numbered paragrarhs, my thought was that 
* most of those into whcese hands the article might come could hardly give more | 
than a rapid reading to it, and that this arrangement of having the rcoints 
> 


definitely thcught out and clearly indicated would help to secure the best 


economy of time and effort for those who might read it. However, if you 


think the other arrangement better I shall be glad to have you recast it se as 


to give it that form. 

As to the paragrach on schools and colleges securing and training educated 
native leaders, I quite agree with you that this is the most important work 
of these institutions from: the evangelistic standpoint. As however this 
work of seaibieg- or those who are to do the direct work of evangelizing is only 
indirectly evangelistic work it was a question in my mind whether you wished 
this to be included at all. The professional training of those who are to be 
evangelists is primarily the work of the theological schcols and wy iwpressic: 
was that those who guestion the value of educational instituticns in mission 


work , if there are still such people, do not question the value cf theological 


ehoolée What I thought perhags you had in gind was the Jirect influence 
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which the school or ccllese has in bringing its students to accept as contecl 
princigles in their lives the teaching of Christ. I shall be glad to have 
you retain this paragraph and do not think that you can overemphasize its 
importance. 

As to“concrete cases of conversion” I do not think that it would be correct 
to give the impression that there are large numbers of conversions to Christian- 
ity from amongst the Hindu students attending the mission schools and colleges 
so far as India gces. The statement of the student which |] quoted sives a 
fair indication of the situation at present with reference to that matter. Many 
of the students come to have a deer eeverence for Christ and accect his teachin 
ing, but not wany come cut openty and confess him in baptism, and in India 
Raptism bas come to be regarded by the people as the step beyond which if cne 
‘goes he can no longer be a Hindu. Fe may believe in Christianity and even wncr- 
shic Christ and little is thought of it so long as he is not baptized. To be 
bactized is to break caste and this at once brings trouvle. The youns man 
from the ordinary hindu heme who goes so far as to be baptized brings upon hime] 
self such a storw of persecution from his reocle that few of them have the cour- 
age to take that ster. T have had Students put the question plainly to me 
in just this way. They have said, “ I believe in Christ, I read the bible every} 
day, I pray to Christ and accept him as my saviour. Fut is it necessary for me 
to come out end be baptized? If [— do my people will either immediately take 
me away from your scheol or else they will entirely caste me cut and persecute 
me in every way ccssible?’ It is a serious guestion, and my reply is to 
guote the words of Christ about cenfessicn and tell thew that I believe that 
he wishes those whe would be his disciples to take this step, cut that beyond 


that they must decide for themselves. It is quite likely that oftentimes a 


teacher might by personal persuasion induce 4 youns man to take this step who 
Otherwise might not do it, but the probability is that in such case if he has 
net the courage of his can initiative to take the step, when persecution comes 
as it is sure te come, he will not be able to stand, and the result will be 
worse than it might otherwise have been. The caste system in India nakes 
it almost impossitle for any individual to act independently in any matter, 
including all questions of religion, so far as this refers to outwari acts. 
The Hindu is on the other hand exceedingly liberal as to what intellectual 
belief one may have or as to whet his real life may be. The number 
of “concrete cases of conversion” anonsst Riddu students attending Christiar 
colleges in India are few though not by any means wenting. Nissicnaries in 
|  Gdirect 
India fences: regard mission schools and colleges es dcing their best work 
for the Hindu community | 
at present throug! that leavening influerce whic! they are taving on the 
reople as manifested in their higher standards cf life and in their fure 
literature. They are creatirg 8 christian atmosphere and e Christian conscience 
amongst the people. 

Take cur work at Fasunalai. Curing the tine thet I was there we had fron 
twenty to thirty of our young wen each year unite with the church on confessions 
of their faith in Christ. vost cf these were from Christian homes yet we er 
usually had four or five from the Findu students. This is however, sc far 
as I know, unusual in southern India. As 1 have said the number et Fas- 
unalai uniting with the church is unusually large this year. I do not kncw 
how many of these may be students from Findu hones. In the matter of nvers- 
icns I think there are few schccls in Southern India that ean show es good Tre= 
sults as we heve et Fasumelei. 


Vy impressicn is that those wke gquesticr the velue of educational institut- 
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tions ( again, if there are still stch) is on the ground thet there ere so fer 
conversions amongst the students. We all regret that there are net larger 
retucns to show here, but.we alsc clain, and the claim»can net be succesefull 
questioned, that there is a very large werk going cn all the tine ubict Joes ne 
figure in statistical returns at all. Sir Thomas Faleigh, late legal member 
of the Vicercy’s Council, compares it to a vast“turning mcevement of an army” 
by which a whcele empire is being won for Christ, a “turning movemert” as contras® 
ted with a direct “frontal attack.” 

With this further statement cf the sitvation you are at liberty to make 
any change that you may wish in the paragrapl in question.

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and the business secretary of the Internationsl Y.M.C.4. committee, he told me 
that he thought we ousht not to have much trouble in getting the fockefellers 


to give us *10C,CCC on the proposition that we raise the $8CC,CCC within a 


certain definite time. Mr. Lougee has ofte® sot money frow the Fockefellers 
for the Y.M.C.A. work, and is I believe on confidential relations with them. 

I am not quite sure as to how this propositidn had best be tried. I 
think, according to the arrangement made within the board, you are not at libert 
to approach the Fockefellers at present for funds for the Foard. Would that 
apply in this matter? Perhaps Mr. Lougee could present the matter to the 
Rockefellers but we would have to avoid any ‘appearance of soins up the 
“back stairs” if I might use that expression, to ask for the money. IT think 
T reported to you the reply of Mr. Murphy last winter in reply to my intima- 
tion that I should be glad to state to Mr. hockefeller somethings of what we 
are doings with the money which he has siven us, and also sugsestine the possibil 
ity of gettins him to consider further help. kis reply to this was that Vr. 
Rockefeller would consider such requests only when comings from the Roard. 

That is, he said that Wr. Rockefeller did not consider individual applications 
for help in mission. work Gut only when endersed ty the ctoard which aré 
aorkins. I should be slad to get scme one to start off with a good sum 
and so far as I am concerned I shculd be as Slad to take Wr. Eeckefeller’s money 
as any other, and I should be glad to present the matter or have it presented in 
the way most likely to meet with success.

There are two or three little matters that I wish to write you sbovt. 
Since the weeting of the Eoard cf Trustees the other day T have been wondering 
about the legal status of cur college in Madura. | Vr. Lyon saic that the Foard 


aq of Trustees here had ncthing to do legally with the Constitution of the College. 
N That leaves cut the questicn as to the gcverning tody in the ccllege also the 


guestion as to what kind of a college it shall be. If then we wish to secure 


insome legal marner that the supreme governing tcdy is tc te the Frudential 
Committee and after then the Vaduara Wission and after them the Ccuncil, 


how is that. to be donet Alsc, if we wish to secure legally that the ccllege 


ted. Is it not negesesry that the college should. @e ircorrpeorated in order tc 


2 shall te forever e Christian coltege? Ibe College itself is rot incerpera- 

af make these things legal and secure then for the future. were the ccllege 

iN to adopt this constitution without being incorporated weuld that have any 
legal value? It dces not seen to me that it woule since the college is not 
ah independent tody tut subject to another Cody, the Frudentie!l Committee. It. 
might be that if the Frudential Committee were to adopt this constituticn for the 
College that might make it legal, though I doubt this and question whether the 
Prudentiel Committee is legally competent to adopt a constitution for the college 
and make it bindirg. Would it not te well to leok into this question 2 little 


further? 


I have just had a letter from Cr. Jones after receipt of the revised copy cf 
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our constitution which I sent hin. he makes two criticisms. The consti- 
tution provides that “ This board ( the Trustees) shal] have the power to treneae 
any other business comected #ith the college and submitted to it by the Fres- 
ident of the College, or by the Council in Madura, cr ty the Prudential Commit- 
tee of the American Foard, or by any other person or tody qualified to subr 
wit business to it for consideration.” Cn this point Ur. Jones says, 

“ fe a1] agree that it would be unwise to say that the *Fresident or the Council! 
may present business to the Trustees. There should te only cne suthcrity here 
that could send and present such business to the Trustees ctherwise you are liabl 
to have division and trouble in tk e€ future. Why not confine the business 
reference fower to the Council? That wovld aveid treuble.” 

Cn another point he says, “ Then why use the term*Presideit’ which is Amer- 
ican instead of “Frincipal’ which is English and Indien? We shoulc reserve 
‘President’ to the headshi, of the Council, and Principal to the headship of the 
College it seems to me.” 

T have just written Dr. Jones and my reply to him on these matters is ‘0 
follows:. “ You suggest that it might lead to confusion if beth the Fresi- 
Jent and the Council could submit busiress to the tcard of Trustees and think 
it would be tetter to leave that matter entirely to the Council. If I remen- 
ber , that part was suggested by the Constitution cf Fobert’s Ccllege, Con- 
stantirorple. I do net have a copy now cf that censtituticn, but my remetrance 
is that the koberts College constitution prevides that the Fresident of the 
College shall subnit busiress to the Foard of Trustees. Tr view of our ar- 
rangenent in India T added, “ or the Council”. T thirk your cbjection that 
this arrangement wight lead to confusion wel] taken. ¥ouli it not be the propel 
thine however that cfficial communications to the Foard of Trustees here should 


come through the officiel head of the college in India? And would not the point 
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which perhaps also ycu have in mind be safeguarded by saying “ to transect 
any other business connected with the college submitted to it by the Presiden t 
of the college after approval by the Council in Vadura?” If hewever you there, 
the Council or the Mission or whoever decides, wish it the other way that the 
Council rather than the President of the College should be tke official channel 
of communication between the Foard and the College in India I shall be glad to 
cresent any amendment that you méy authorize and send me for presertation 
when the question finally comes up cn the adcption cf the ccenstitution, 
which can uot take plece legally until. after inrcorporaticn and that will take 
some tine yet as the Foard of Fegerts will not meet again tefore the latter 
cart of Cetober. The Constitution as sent you with a few slight changes 
has teen informally adopted by tke Foard. If you are satisfied to leave it 
to cone officially throusk the President after appreval ty the Ccuncil shall 
be ¢lad to present that also, and shall de sc any way unless you prefer the other 
nebhod, as I think that a change for the better.” 
“ As to the use of the term ‘President! rather than \Principal that is a matter 
that was talked of a little. As Fresident is the term used in America it 
was decided that we should use that term here sc as to avoided unnecessary explena- 
tion, while it was stated that in Indias we should be free to use the term in con- 
mon use there. It is a little confusing but the confusion comes fron the dif¢ 
ferent werd used in the twce countries for the sawe thirg, and it would not remo- 
ve the confusion by usirg in America the same term as that used in Indie. 
Roseeel here again if you there in Vadura wish to have the matter broveht ur 
asain. when the constitution is up for final adoption I shall be glad te present 
any amendment which you may serd. Ferscnally I think on the whole it is best 


tc leave it as it is.” 
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Dr. Jones also writes that ycu have written hin that I “ hope the mission 


will not misunderstand you.(me).” He promises me that they will not , warns 
me however that TI should discontinue“writing them long letters trying to 
convert them fron the errer of their ways” and closes that part cf his letter by 
assuring me that ®% we thirk none the less of you ” etc, that they hold me in 
the highest affection and esteem, at least he knows cne that does. T shall 
croceed to be comforted. 

Another word, if ycu will sallow, about the Fockefeller proposition. I can 
not quite sive it up. somehow. If you are prevented from gcing to the Rockefeller 
for money on behalf of the work cf the Eoard does the prohibition not alse ap- 

ply to me and to any one else asking for the werk cf the Foard and with the 
authority cf the Bcsrd’? I do not raise this question because I want any 

such prohibitior to apply, but rather that I should like to find some way.cut 

OF it. Fut it the other way . If any memter cf our Foard of Trustees coula 

go to Rockefeller cn bebalf of the college claising the authorization of the 
Prudentiel Committe, could net you also do it as a Secretary cf the Board? I 

am not auite sure uheve we stand yet. Does the cresent Situation prevent our 
having the approvel of the Frudentidal Committee in goirg to Mr. Fockefeller 2s 

an authorized representative of the Foard and asking for money? Tf so, that 
of course cuts off all hope of snythirs there. | Would it be cossible for 

you to write a letter Ssteting that this effort to raise an endcwrent is arproved 
ty the Prudential Committee , that the college is endcrsed by the conmittee, and 
commending it to their consideraticn’. Would it not ce possible to write 
such a letter wibhcut its being a mean contenptitle cne, especielly if kockefel- 
ler knows that it is only a small miroritg in tke Foard that has wade the troubh 


Tt seems to me thet if tke situation is such that you could not honoretly write 


ha

some such a letter , then no more could any one else go in the name cf tk e 
Foard and ask then for money and we might as well give up that hope altogether. 
I trust that you will pardon ny bringing the matter up again. T am very

Dear Dr. Earton, 
I presume that Dr. Creesgan, before sailin®’ last Friday , did not have time to 
weite you with reference to furthec developments in the matter of the incorporation 


of cur collese. Vr. Lyon, our lawyer, had an inforwal cconference with two or thé 


’ three wembecs of the Foard of Regents with reference to cur incorporation, and the 


t@ok the ground that as our Trustees were not for the purpose of managins the ccll- 


ese, but only for the purpose cf managing the funds of the college, that therefore 
it did not constitute an educaticnal institution and that they thousht therefore 
they had no jurisdiction in the matter. We were then in the position of being 
denied incorporation without the consent cf the Roard of Fegents because we were 
an educational institution, and refused the aBsent of the Roard of regents beceniall 
we were not an educational institution. Accerdinsly , at the sussestion of 

Cr. Creesan, Mr. Lyon went to Alvcany to see what could be done there further. Ke 
had a talk with the Secretary cf State in which the Secretary stated that it was 
not the purpose of the law to exclude the incorporaticn cf such bodies as this and 
that if we could get an cpinion from the fttorney. General: , stating that in his 


interpretation of the law our Trustees could be incorporated, he would be willing 
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then we hurriedly arranged before Dr. Creegan left a meeting of those who cculd 


to file our application without the reference to the Fegents. Mr. Lyon 
accordinsly went to see the Attorney General and after explaining the situation 
to him got from him a written opinion that the law did not prevent our incorpora- 
tion provided we would change the name from “Trustees of the Madura College” 
to “ Trustees of the Endowment fund of the Madura College.” This did not 
seem to us an important matter, and irdeed Mr. Lyon has all along held the opinion 


that the name should be trustees of the Fund rather than of the college. So 


be easily sotten together and on Friday afterncor of last week five of us met in 
Dr. Creegan’s office to sign the new application for the charter, this being the 
lesal number required. I think there will os oe didlo ncw about the incor 
poration, with this change in name. Mr. Lyon also called the attention of the 
Attorney General to that clause providins for the transfer of funds in the future 
provided the collese should fail to do the work expected of it, and the Attorney 
General thought thet with the clause providing for it in our charter, there would 
be no lesal difficulty in the future about it. I trust the provisicn may never 
need to be called into use. 

The last thins that Dr. Creesan did for us before leavins was to introluce me 
to vr. Faucher, Cashier cf the Fifth Avenue National Rank of this city, who 
has consenteli to cowe onto the board in place of Dr. Creesan, also to act as 
Treasurer cf our Fund, andi to wake bis bank the Dencaiters of such funds. MC. 
Faucher has recently, I believe, been wade a trymukeexefxx Director of this Rank 
in place of hussell Sage, deceased. Vr. Faucher is spoken of as beins a epleni- 
id Christian young man. He is a member of the Congresaticnal Church at White 
Plains. I do no t knew that he has much wealth himself, but he is in touch with 
men who have. Ke shall miss Dr. Creesan’s hele while he is away. 

A few days ago I was talking with Wr. Morse, one cf the Secretaries cf the 


International Y.M.C.4. committee, and he spoke of Wiss Grace Dodge of this city 
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as being one whom we wight interest in our college. She has given very largely 
to Teachers College here. In reply tc my question as to how we might reach her, 
he speke of D. Willis James. I then -tOok the liberty of telling Lim that Mr. 
James had promised to help us , and he said that if Mr. James gave us a liberal 
subscription that he thought it very likely that Miss Dedge would also do so. 

I mention this thinkirg Lhat possibly when you come to take up the matter with 
Vr. James you can add\g word about this as an inducement for him to give staes 
thing substantial. You will know of course whether you can wake any use of this 
or no. 

I received yesterday the second hundred dollars for our fund, this for the 
purchase of the remainier of the land in Madura, cf which I spoke to you in Eoston. 
Meanwhile I have just received word that the mission, in view of the fact that the 
Government preposed te sell the remainder of the land buildings lots provided 
we did not take all of it, bas decided to purchase all cf it. 

A jetter which IT have just receivej from Wr. Wallace shows very clearly the 
critical condition to which cur collece has been reduced by the long continued re- 
duction in funds, which has prevented our keeping our college up te the standard -of 
equicment required. As Wr. hallace has asked me tc take up this matter with 
you I gucte at length fron his letter. Vr. fallace says, “ There is a matter 
that I should like to tring to your attention now, viz., the present status of the 
collese. The report of the University commission is before me , and it is net 
very pleasant reading. Cue college is scored pretty heavily and is put in the 
third class. Defects of bvuildangs, staff, equipnent, library and pretty much 
everythins are cointed out. Something must be done, and dene sccn. Fesides , 
if we expect to rise tc the first grade soon we must begin to strengthen our staff 
now, And that may alse help us tc becowe more popular now and to set better 
classes in the F.A. geesesceoel GO not need to wake any long argument about 


this. Cne thins is clear to me, that we are not gcing to get the kind of staff 
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we need on the present scale of salaries, Rs. ©C cr 100, At least we must have 
one or two men whom we shall have to pay two or three times as much. There is a 
man, Mr. Kensman, whe is now retired from the educaticnal Jepartment , who has 
high positiors and is still much sought after, who possibly might come to us for a 
limited term and who would help us xsmumdzakekyxx immensely in this critical time. 
T have not approached him on the subject nor laid the matter befcre the Council, 
but I intend to do so. T suppose it would take net less than Fs. 30C a month. 

We could dispense with one of the other teachers, and that would mean an increase 
of about Bs. 2CC cnly. Cf if we could count on the Fs. 3CC and make ancther 
change also sec) ring a higshly cowpetent man in Ristory it would be much better. 


Now, as the Roard has not sent us any cne additional for’ the College, and as 


the Farvard scheme does not seew to pan out, de you not Ahink the Board could be 
induced to sive us 4 special grant of #1,2CC a year for three years, or even for 
one year, to help us out? Tf they veto that , could not a special appeal be made 


for that amount in view cf the present situation. 


Of course I realize that this should come formally frcew the missicn but I have 
not the least doubt the Council and the Mission tcc will back it up. In case 
Mc. Hensman will not consider the proposition as must secure some one else, T 

have the nawes of several men whe misbt be uecured, and I think we should besin 
the next year with such a man added to the staff. If I could only have some as- 
subance of support, I am sure things would sreatly change in a short time. The 


thing is very urgent. The wission has already made its plea often enoush in be- 


half of the collese to make it un-neceSsary to stand on any formality in the 
matter. We can net continue on the present basis. 
VM US T° be done. We feel ashamed of cur fresent position. We are not able 
to use even the amount siven for builiing until we have some sort of guarantee 
of something besides buildings. The situation is desperate at this end.” 
: This is enough tc show pretty clearly the situation. It is along the same 


line as what IT tried to tell you in Roston the first time I met you after landing 
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last year. T have felt the humiliation of the situation for a geod while 
myself, and as IT have said sometimes during the last year in public addresses, 
the only time that I have ever felt ashamed of being an American is when T have 
seen our American college compelled to work along in such an inefficient way con- 
mendins itself not at all from the educational standpoint. 

If we succeed in raising something of an endowment that will help greatly. 
Rut it will teke some time before that is available even if we do get it. Con 
not a little Lelp be given for a couple of years or so, at least assured, to meet - 
the present situation. Fy that time we shall know better than <ncw the success 
of our attempt to raise the endcwnent. Fer myself, I believe that we are goings 
to get sowething. Fut the situation really amounts te 4 crisis, as Mr. Wallace 
points out. A little help wculd as be says dc ¢ ¢reat jJeal towards cutting 
things on a better basis. I know that the Committee will be very cauticus 
about making any advance this year, but dces it not seem alwost imperative that . 
something should be done at once for Madura. Tk the Prudential Committee could ne 
undertake to give this help asked for, #1,2CC.. f two or three years I wonder 
i? Farvard could not be induced to do it. ] spoke to Frof. Moore about it again 
luring the meetins at Nerth Adams. He made a ncte of it, tut said that he did 
not know cf any young wan available at present. Mr. Wallace offers to provide 
the man if he can have any hope cof being able to pay hin. As I think I have 
told you on more than one occasion I should much prefer siving up cur college 
department than to try to get alcné always in the present inefficient way. T 
hope that we are at the besginnins of better things provided we can held on a lit- 
tle longer. I am sure that you will do anything that ycu can for us, and I 
hore that the Prudential Committee can see its way to give us a little help 
immediately at this very critical time, and especially as it does not seem likely 
that ¥r. Adams will go out very socn.

Act. I, Section 1, of the censtitubticon which we informally adopted scme time 
aso. is as follows: “ The members of this society shall ccnsist cf persons whose 
names are hereto attached, and such other versons as the Trustees cr the Seciety 
in annual meeting may appoint ani declare to be members cf this sceciety.” 

Wr. Lyon sussests the followings as a substitution: “ The memters of this 
corporation shall consist cf the persons whose names are mentione? in its certif- 
icate of incerperstion, and their successors in cffice ; persons on whose behalf 
not less than # 


shall have been paid into the Treasury cf the Corporation at 


any one time ; persons sho shall annually pay not less than # into the 
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Treasury of the Corporation and such other persons as the Foard of Trustees of 
the corporation at any annual meeting may appoint and declare to be members of 
the corporation.” 
The former draft provides in a rather indefinite way for a “Society” anj a 

“Roard of Trustees.” Mr. Lyon’s draft provides for a “ Corporation” and a 
“Board of Trustees”, and it is at the same time more definite as to who shall be 
members of the society cr corporation. Mr. Lyon says that it is usually the 
custom to have both 4a corporaticn and a Foard of Trustees or Directors, the 
Trustees to be elected by the members of the corporation. Fe says however that 
it is not imoerative from the lesal standpoint that there should be beth a cor- 
poration and a Roard of Directors , but that the Directors cr Trustees might be a 
close corporaticn electing its own successors. If we are to have both he 
suésests this draft as being more definite. I should like your opinion or it. 

The next meeting to orsanize and adopt Constitution , etc. will be an import- 


and one, and I shall be very glad if you can be with us, especially as Dr. Creegan 


is not to be here. Re shall miss Dr. Creesan very much, ani we shall alse 
wiss you when you leave for China.

Coubtless this may be said cf many cther places in the mission field, but the 

Situation in India from an eiucaticual standpoint, Cwins tc the werkins out of 
the of the Universities Conmission which was acpointed time 
asc has led the Government and the University tc insist cn a much higher stanijard 


than heretcfore, and we , sco far have nct been able tc come up to their require- 


wents, and the question is, how lone will they allow us tc gc cn in the present 
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way without dis-affiliating us. The criticisms which the recent depuasation 
have made and other things seem to indicate that they have gone about to the 
limit. I think as Mr. Wallace says, a little help this year would be cf im- 
mense value tc us, and by ancther year we shall be able tc tell somethins more 
as to what will be the result of cur present effcrt to secure an endowment. 
Should that fail, I de not see any other way than that we shall be compelled te 
give up the collese departwent. I do nct believe hcwever that we shall be drivel 
to that step. I shall be glad tc find some cne if possible to help us for 
this year, but it will te difficult to make the urgency cf this appeal appear te 
any one in a forceful way who is net acquainted rather intimately with the situa- 
tion , withcut a great deal of explanation. I have written to Frof. &.C. Moore 
of Harvard, and he reclies that the Farvard students can not undertake any fur- 
ther oblisaticns in that line at present. 
Meanwhile, they are soins ahead in Madura, as doubtless you will have heard. 
His kxcellency the Geoverncr expects to be in Madura about Nov. 15th. and they are 
clannins to have him lay the corner stcne at that time, and think the arransenent 
can be made. Wallace writes that it would be a great inapiratice at that time 
if we could cable them news cf a large sift for endcwment. I de nct know of 
anythins= that could te. réalized cn so soon it would be Mr. James promise. 
I enclose nctice of meeting cf cur Trustees for nekt Friday, the 1€th. I 
very much wish that you could ce present with ws, thoush I know thit you will be 
exceedinesly busy, and if you can not ccme we will do the best we can without you. 
I alse enclose ccry cf revised draft of constitution as propcesed by Mr. Lyon. 
Mr. Chandler has failedtce secure Frofessor Farnam fcr our Foard. is soins ¢t 
to try Anscn Phelrs Stokes. If we de nct succeed there we shall have to €o0 cn 
as we are, and so far as —T knew the men, in that case we should probably elec

know more cr le&Ss what it is, and I think you,williallos that the present inef- 


ficiency is not altogether at least the fault cf the marnagemert there. KE can 
not in India ény more then elsewhere have efficient teachers and equipment 
unless we are prepared te pay for then. | 

It way be thet we have all beer at fault in nct hitherto emphasizing the 
creat need cf our werk there. Last year when I saw ycu in Foster the first 
time after I reached America I tried to make plain the situsticr as well as I] 
could. IT do not knew but I do net think cur mission is generally as persistert 
in urging cur needs as some cther missions, and the cnly standard cf judgmert that 
TI have is the nwmber cf men thet they set as compared with the werk that they 
have , when conpared with the same twe itens for our cwn migsisn. Fut of ccurse 
T have ne adequate means of judging of these matters. Por gears cur missicr 
has realized thet the Foard was not freparedtc send cut an additicnel missicnary 
staff, and sc have refrained from fresenting any but the mest urgent needs. 
Perhaps we have refrained too long. There can be ne dcubting the seriousness cf 
the present situation. 

It may be said that if the situaticr is such, the effort tc raise an endcw- 
ment should have beer begun earlier. Gut we were hardly prepared at that 
end to begin it earlier. I have myself felt for scme years that. the werk 
which we were doing as a college was not by any means satisfactory. | And new | 
speak of the college only, and nct of any cf the cther werk, nor of the hist 
schools.

At 
that time we had nc svitable building, no meney to rent, nc perménent site, | 
and there were some in the mission nhc thought it an almost unwarranted faith to 
actually move in to Madura under such circumstances. Fut the change was made. 
fe had as you slready know oppositior fron the hative and they 
succeeded in frejudicing the government against us and we have had their cor- 
position ever since. Though my furlough was due before I tock it, since I was 
there nearly eleven years, I could net think cf leaving until we had at least 
won the point as to whether we stoild be in Madura st all cr net. Favirg won 
that the next step was tc come home and try fcr an endcwment. co this is | 
aby we as &@ mission have not been in @ position tc take up the questior cf an 4 
endcwment earlier, and of course the Foard here has had its cwn problens and 
could not de more than it has done. You slsc have been working at this 
endowment protlem fcr some time. Tre situaticn in our college cnly shews 
how desperate the situation has teccme thrceugh these continued yeers cf reduc- 
tions, for the situaticn in the college is hardly more sericus than that cf muck 
of cur cther werk, save thet the stake is larger, and once iteisiclcsed up it 
will be much mcre difficult to start again than some of the cther werk. he 
have kept on thrcugh these years hoping for better things , but fcr my cart I do 
not believe that as Christian nen and stewards of wmissicr fudds we cen much longer 
continue on the present basis without some radical recrganizeticn of cur si ] : 
think that a little work efficiently done is cetter than 4 large amcunt cf wert 
very poorly done.

If two men could be sent cut at once fron this country, it is possible that 
in @ year ontno we might have an endowment to keep them on after thet, thougt 
of course this is uncertain new.

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I take the privilege of writing you with reference to the American 
College, Madura, India, and its relation to the events of world-wide. 
significance that are taking place in that Empire today, believing 
that the importance of these events together with the great need of 
India will secure your indulgence for this letter. 


You are already interested in various philanthropies, India is 
far away, and perhaps you ask, "Why should I do anything for India?" 
The question is a legitimate one; let me state the case for India. 
The three most striking things about India are, 1, the number of 
people; 2, their poverty in all the things that make for human wel- 


fare; 5, the rapidity with which movements of profound significance 
are developing there, 


The poverty of India is well known, The soil is fertile, but the 
methods of the farmer are primitive and wasteful; there are fair 
stores of coal, iron and other minerals, but the people do not know 
how to utilize them. Their industrial organization under the Caste 
system is as inefficient as their method of utilizing their natural 


resources, and as a result indigenous industries are declining under 
the stress of modern competition. 


If the people are poor in the elemental things of life, food and 
shelter, they are still poorer in human love and sympathy, and this 


again is largely due to Caste which dominates their social as well 
as economic relations. 


They are also inconceivably poor in their opportunities and in 
their achievements. If there is waste in their natural resources, 
that waste is not to be compared with the waste in human lives. 


With her traditicnal 330,000,000 gods, India is poor too in her 
gods. Whoever God may be as he knows himself, or however the idea 
of God may have been reached, the conception once arrived at, the 
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God of one’s thought and love and devotion may come to be the source 
of a great inspiration and help in life. In this respect the gods 
of India are as inefficient as are the people themselves. 


India is poor also in her education. Only about 10% of the men 
and less than 1% of the women are literate. The school is supposed 
to hand down to succeeding generations the knowledge and skill of 
the past; to make available to each member of the group the attain- 
ments of the most efficient member; and by experiment and investi- 
gation to help each generation to add something to the treasures of 
the past. Except in so far as the schools of India are of foreign 
origin, they accomplish only the first of these purposes. In times 
past education was a monopoly of the Brahmins and consisted in com- 
mitting to memory portions of their sacred books. Verbal memory as 
a mental process has been very highly developed to the neglect of 
the processes of associative memory, logical analysis, observation, 
abstraction and scientific investigation which are so prominent in 
the schools of the west and so necessary for progress. 


That India is capable of better things is abundantly proven by 
her past. That she is rapidly preparing for better things in the 
future is also evident. Tremendously significant movements in 
relation to. political, economic, sccial, educational and religious 
matters are rapidly developing. 


Why then should America heip India? Partly because of the bond 
of universal brotherhood in which America believes; partly because 
many of the people of India come from the same old Aryan stock; and 
partly because India is rapidly becoming an Erglish speaking country. 


' But more than that, Americans should help because they are what 
they are,- Americans. America has awakened to self-consciousness 
and to a realization of the fact that she has a distinctive message 
for the world; she is interested in world-wide affairs in a large 
way today as never before; she realizes that the welfare of one is 
bound up with the interests of all. India has fallen behind because 
she has failed to adjust her institutions to meet changing needs, 
America prides herself on being the most up-to-date people in the 
world; she believes not only that her industrial system is the most 
efficient, but she also believes that her social and political or- 
ganizations are superior and that her religion is a compelling power 
to righteousness. Does this not place upon her both the privilege 
and the obligation of heiping her brethren in India who are at the 
opposite extreme? 


It is agreed that through the school is the best way to increase 
the efficiency of a people. The educational situation in India is 
rapidly developing. The Imperial Government is now considering the 
question of making education free through the primary grades. This 
is sure to come soon and will give a great stimulus to education, re- 
sulting in ever increasing demands upon the colleges. The American 
Mission in Southern India hss ever given much attention to education, 
and now has an extensive system of schools at the head of which 
stands our college. 


What we are trying to do in India is not to secure a change in 
formula or creed, but changed lives, lives more efficient, more mean- 


ingful, richer in the things that make for human welfare, For some 
time we have recognized the necessity of enlarging our work so as to 
include some service that would help the people economically, since 
the economic condition is so fundamentally connected with everything 
in the life of a people. But thus far we have been unable to do 
this because we could not finance it. After a period of eleven years 
service in India I am now at home trying to secure help so that we 
may enlarge our work so as to include scientific and industrial 
training and at the same time strengthen the other departments, es- 
pecially the Normal School. Those of us who are on the fieid are 

a few humble folk trying to do what we can for India. We find the 
work tremendous and are being overwhelmed by it. 


It may be that you would be glad to take some part in this work. 
Perhaps you would be glad to have some memorial to a friend or of 
yourself in the college. It would not be necessary that anything 
that you might wish to undertake should all be provided for during 
the current year. Payment might be extended through two or three 
years, or might take the form of an annual contribution. It would 
greatly help us if a beginning could be made this year, and if we 


could know something of what we might count on in planning for the 
future, 


Could you see before you the appealing faces of the young men of 
India as I seem to see trem ever before me, the gaunt hungry faces 
of the children, the resigned oftentimes pitiful faces of the old, 
could you realize the ignorarce of the people, could you know the 
gods that they worship, could you see the indifference, the contempt 
of one caste for the other, the want of human sympathy and love, 
could you see on all sides the dreadful pitiable waste of human life 
which goes on year after year,- could you see all this | think you 
would ask, not, "Why should | help them?" but rather, "HOW MUCH can 
I do?" 


The work of missions is not a matter of a little charity to a few 
needy people in fer away lands; the startling rapidity with which 
today events of great significance are occurring in the Orient shows 
it to be a work of profound economic, sociological, political, and 
religious significance also. 


If you are already doing what you can for such enterprises, very 
good; I do not wish to annoy you by this letter. I wish to secure 
you as a friend for our college and for India, whether you can help 
us financially or not. The man who makes the money is better quali- 
fied than any other to decide where he shall invest it, once he knows 


the various opvortunities. I have tried to tell you of an opportunity 
in India. | 


I should be glad for a word from you in response to this letter 
indicating whether you are interested in this line of work or not, 
and if you are, and if [I can add to your interest by giving you any 
further information about it, I shall be glad to do so, either by 
sending you other literature, or by calling on you if you will be 
good enough to give me the opportunity.

Thank vou for your word of appreciation of the statement which I made 


to the Pridential Committee. I cane away feeling that I had somehow failed to 

win just what I had hoped to win by meeting the Committee. The sum that ] am 

asking for is a large sum, but it must be remembered that in India we have to 
consider not only ourselves but the Government. It is possible that we might win 

our way with a smaller sum than this, but it is uncertain and moreover we are so 

far behind now that it does not seem to me that it would be wise to attempt to take the 


long step in advance that we must take if we are to go on to first grade college 


fev, ©.

without something like this sum, I presume it will be some time before the 


Prudential Committee can finally take any action on this matter. Meanwhile it 


would be a great help to me if I. could have some intimation;as to what their 


probable attitude toward the question would be. I still believe strongly that 


we must win out somehow, though I do not now see just quite how, It would greatly 
help me however, in planning my own effort during the time that I am yet in this 
country, if I could have the assurance that the Prudential Committee meant to 
unite with the Mission in the effort to meet the present situation with reference 
to our college, I do not know that it is possible for any such intimation 

to be given before the committee actually takes action on the matter. 

In a letter which I had recently from Dr. Williams of Chicago with 
reference to my conference with Dr. Pearsons, Dr. Williams says, "If you should 
have a letter of mecommendation from the American Board, it would be good thing", 
I should be glad for all the help that I can possible get with Dr. Pearsons. 

If such a letter would help as I am sure it would, I should be very glad to have 
it. I do not quite know whether you should give it or Dr, Strong, but if you can 
give me any help in this matter, I should appreciate it very greatly. Possibly 
some aeaher of the Prudential Committee or perhaps Pres. Capen himrelf, might give 
me a létter. 7 am sure you will do for me whatever vou canin this matter,

My dear Mr, Noyes: - 


Thank you for your letter of May 20th. I amsorry that 


Mr, Whitin is ill and trust that he has recovered before this time. As I do not 


know, however, and as i do not wish to disturb him if he is still ill, I take the 
privilege of writing you again with reference to the college. I do not know 


what you may have in mind that the Board will be able to do in the matter, but I 


truet something more than has been done in the pa ct. If not, it will do no good 


to pass another vote leaving the decision of the future plans with the Mission, 


That you have already done, The future of the college does not depend upon the 


wish nor the judgment of the Mission, but on semring the funds for the dndowment; 
and it seems to me that the obligation of securing the money to finance the dollege 


rests quite as much upon the American Board as upon the Mission, and I do not see 


how the Board can put aside its obligation by passing a vote any more than the 


Mission can by paesing a vote to leave the decision of future plans to the soard, 


escape its share of the responsibility, A question of mutual obligation of 


this kind seems to me in no way changed simply by mesing a resolution. 


If it 
were a question of desirable development of the college which could nevertheless 


wait, then the Irudential Committee might say that since the Board could not get 
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the money, the college must either wait or go ahead on its own responsibility, but 


this is a question of life or death, and for the present situation the American 


Board is quite as much responsiblei* as the Mission, and this through the aetion 

of the deputation in 1856, and further through the failure of the Congregational 
church to provide adequate funds for eae reasonable development of the college. Our 
responsibility ae a Mission is not as I understand it primarily to Pinance our work 
but to develop it on the field. I sincerely hope that you will be able to do 
something else than merely vote to leave the responsibility of the future with the 
Mission, After these years of struggle, that would seem almost like desertion, 


The position which the college occupies is too important to be given up, and we 


must not think of such a possibility. 

A letter from India received this week indicates another change in the 
situation, The government evidently has given up for the present the idea of 
passing through the university a measure doing away with second grade colleges and 
is trying to accomplish the same purpose by raising the standard of the second grade 
college so high that only the stronger ones can survive, An entirely new arrange- 


ment is to go into effect in 1909, Second grade colleges are then to choOsefrom 


four optional courses wuch as they are prepared to teach. The courses are first, 
mathematics; second, natural and physical science; third, ancient anc modern 
history and fourth, philospphy. The government has indicated that the amount of 
endowment that will be needed to enable second grade colleges hereafter to do 
their work properly, will be three and a half lakhs of repees, about $117,000. It 
would seempossible that if we could secure this smaller eum now, we might be able 
to go on as @ s@cond grade college until we cq id get a larger sum such as weuld 
enable us to advance to first grade. But we should still need a bibrary and 
dormitory for the students, ‘This would not be enough either to enable us to take 
up work along the line of science and the industries, but only euch subjects as 
mathematics, history and philospphy, those that would not require labratories. 
These are the subjects which the native college will take up and it would be well 


for us if we could offer subjects different from those offered by the other coijeges, 


i 
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As to a union college, the present stress of circumstances is sure to 
make a united movement much more easily possible now than in the mst. It would 
take time to work it up and in any move of this kind, the college that can show 
the strongest position is the one that has the best chance of surviving. Let us 
then strengthen our college at once and then invite some of the othe r missions 
to come in and unite with us and help make it still stronger as a union college. 
Meanwhile two other colleges both Catholic institutions, one in Madras and the 
other in Coimbatore have announced that they will close up at the end of this 
year, I am sure you will not put us off any longer with the mere statement 
that you leave the responsibility of the future with us. Vannot the Prudential 
Committee promise us tor next eee the extra help which you have so kindly given 
us this year, and can you not devise some plan to help in raising the endowment? 
The need of India is toe great at thie time for Americans to desert her, and I am 


sure God helping us, we will yet win out for the college.

It was a great relief anda great joy to get your letter of May 
29th with the eopy of the report of the india sub-committee to the Prudential Committee 
and their action thereon, 1 think you can hardly realize what a relief this help 
will be to us. If it is an unusual action on the part ef the Prudential Committee to 
pledge help for the future in thie way, 1 think the action of the Committee will be 
justified by the unusual situation of our college. “e shall make every effrot 
possible to realize all the hopes of the Committee for the future deve lopment of the 
institution, and meanwhile let us have the combined effort of the Beard and of the 
Mission in working for the endowment. i realize that you have been generous in the 
helo that you have sscabaihe and while it is not all that we want nor all that we mst 
have finally, it will nevertheless be of great help for the immediate present, and quite 
as much as anything elee it will revive confidence in the Migsion that the Prudential 
Gommittee are standing by us, and sharing with us the effort to save the college. it 
remains to ve seen whether the Government will accept this for the present as an 


acsurance on our part that we mean to put the collere in shape and go on with the work. 


I trust the Government will do this, and i presume this action of the Prudential 


Jommittee might be made the basis of a communication to the vovernment from the 
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college on this matter, 


I should like very much to have a copy of the statement which I read to the

My dear Dr, Patton: - 


, Cn my return last Saturday from my western trip, I found your 
letter of June 10th. Perhaps it would be well for me to say just a word further 
with veferanes to the attitude of the Indian Government toward the college, In 
my conference with the Prudential Committee, I tried, but evidently failed, to make | 
it plain that the present situation was not due to any sudden action on the part 
of the Indiun Government, but that it was rather the culeination of a tendency which 
had beén operative for som time, Indeed the degiming of the present situation 
goes back to the Universities Sommission apsointed by Lord Curson about 1903, “his 

commission went very thoroughly into the matter of all college. education in India, 
and as soon ae their report vas ready, it was given to the public, This report — 
indicated very plainly that requirements in the future wits be much higher for 
college work than in the past, and all those responsible for colleges understood 
perfectly clearly the situation. I tried also in my statement to the Prudential 
Sommittee to indicate what our Mission had been doing to meet the situation, and how 
it had practically been impossible to accomplish anything on account of our reduced 
income. 1 alee tried as best I knew how by repeated letters and by personal 
interviews since I came home, and other members of the Mission have been doing the 


same, and the Mission has two or three times sent official resolutions with reference 


to the matter to Boston trying to make it clear to the Prudential Committce and 
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officers of the Board there just what the situation is, Until the special grant of 


$1200 was made last year for the college by the Prudentia)] Committee, all remwests for 


help have uniformly been put aside with scant consideration, and the replies 
receive’ have often times indicated a doubt as to whether there war any real need 
for help. Meanrhile the Government hae gone steadily on ite way, urging more and 
moré @mphatically ite position that all institutions attempting to college work 
must conform to the higher etandarde. So that there war not any sudden action 

on the part of the Government. It seems to me that they have been af considerate in 
the matter as they well could be if they intend at all to enforce the new require- 
mente, if you will allow me to say so, it seems to me the #ifficulty has been 
rather in getting the Prudential Committee to understand the fact that ve are 

really face to face with a most serious situation, I am glad to know that the 
Prudential Committee have now accepted the fact that the situation is serious, and 
are doing something to help ur meetiit, Ae I have already stated in my previous 
letter, it remaine to be seen whether the Government will accept this temporary 
provision for the present, I am inclined to believe that they san we must do 
the best that we can to assure them that the temporary relie? which thie special 
grant will give, *ill in some way or other be made permanent. 

Perhaps I might say e word further with reference to your etatenent;: “Sere 
are the American churches trying to help the Britieh Covernment educate the Hindu 
to very uncourteous in them to try to make this work as 
difficult as possible for as", I remember once in my conver:ation with you here 
trying to interpret the attitude of the Indian Government tovard the Mission 
institutions, This attitude is not limited to American colleges, but ie the same 
toward all mission colleres whether British or American, It arises from the fact 
that the man at the head of the educational dep:rtment is always a man who har for 
some time held @ position as a professor in a government college. The government 


colleger are jealous of the mission colleges beceuce the mission college is more

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popular among the people than the government college, and often times does better 


tork and always at far less expense, There men when they come into office of A<« 
Direetor of Public Instruction, use the advantage which their position givee them 
against the mission institutions, Usually after some time when they have come 


to see the large work which the migsion institations are doing in the matter of 


education, their attitude changes,and they become more liberal in their support. 
The man at the head of the educational department in the Radrae Presidency, is at 
present & new man, and like his predecessors in office for many years back, is 
beginning by making it difficult for miseion institutions to get the help from 

_ the Governnent that they ought to have. In thie matter, all miesion institutions 
alike. “Ye, however, have moses handicap in the fact that there ie in 
Madura, a college under native management must stronger than our own, with a 

nore effictent etaff ana doing better work than we are at prevent doing With a 


perfectly legitimate desire to encourage the people of the country to provide for 


their own education as fast and at far ae possidle, the Governinant is inclined 

to favor that institution rather than our own, They léok upon the two institutions 
at rivale, ae indeed they are, and they prefer to help the indigenous rather than 
the foreign inetitution espeuielly since the former is now déimg better » ork than 
the other, I have on variout occasions in my conversation with you and with Dr, 
Barton, and fn my letters stated thir fact, aad have 2 lwaye giver as my proposal 
for the sclution of this aiffien Ity that instead of our college trying *o duplicate 
the work whieh is being done in the gites college, we shon]? take up linea of work 
which the other college is not doing, namely industrial and scientific. Thie 
seems to me to be an opnertunity for us o make a contribution to India that will 
be really worth whild, and at the same time give ue a Piseld to ourselves, while 
giving us just af good an opportunity for the distinctly religious work which is 
the primary reason for our being there. You doubtless know that this whole question 


has been the subject of considerable correspondence between the Mission anc myself, 
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and the Mission and @@F secretary at Boston since I came to this country. ‘Wwe or 
three in our Mission are rather strongly opposed to our undertaking anything along 


the line of science and industry. This whole question is a difficult and very 
important one. It will work itself? ovt abl right, I believe, if we can get the 


money necessary to finance it, Otherwise it must fail. I should be glad if the | 
Prudential Committee thoroughly understood this matter, 


And now let me say a word about my western trip, I met Dr. Pierrone in ) 
Chicago and had a brie? interview With him, fe was very definite in his conviction | : 


that he was now too old to take up the preblem of doing anything Por colleges in | 


foreign lands other than the one college in which he if already interested. I do 
not think therefore, that there is any likelihood of our getting anything from his. 
I saw a few other men in Chicapo, but there was only one of them who seemed to give 
any promise of hopePulness with reference to our collere, YT had a brie? intervier 
with Mr. John P. Wilson, Jr. His father is one of the best lawyers in Chicago. 
The family have a good #@nl of money, and I believe give liberally to interests 
that appeal to them, You doubtlens know the family. The benevolences are ali 
taken up by the young maa rather than by his father, Mr.Vilson told me what sp 
many ethers have said during the winter, nazely that with reference to institutions 


in foreign lands, they had not the opportunity to personaljy inveaticate their 


worthiness, and that they prefer that all contributions mde for such purpoces 


should be made through the regularly organized boards. Thie certainly is a very 


legitimate position to take, but you will nee how very difficult it makes it for any 


ene like myself to secures the help of euch men uniese we have the hearty andé 


aggressive cooperation of the board with which we are. connected, On leaving, ! 
asked Mr. Wilson whethcr I might write him through the Soard, and hs reply wac that 


if I could get a strong letter from our board, the matter might reeeive corsideration. 


I do not know what you Will care to do about the matter. If you could give me a 


letter stating not only that the effort to secure the endowment met the hearty 
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approval of the board but that it was regarded by the Board as being urgently 
necessary, thekte might be a chanee of wus interesting thie family in our college. 
There certainly is no chance without such a letter, This incident illustrates 
the eonditions which I have been confronting during all my work of the winter. 

4A very large number of people have put the matter with reference to contributing 


through the Board rather than in response to epecial appeals as Mr, Wilson put it, . 


and as I think I toldiyou when we were talking over matter: in this office, I have 


had no efficient cooperation from any officer of the Board during the year, One 
man a little while ago, after I told him the situation with reference to the college 


asked me what the Board vwasdoing about it, and when I tol® him, he remarked that 
it would seom that while the 30ard was not preparec to openly cooperate with me | 
in my efforts to get the endowment, they were willing to wink at any effort which 
I might make, and he put me away as if I were an interlop:r whe had no business to 
be bothering honest people in sock a@ way. I do not preten€ to have any wisdom 


in these matters, but it does seem to me that the time has come when all mission 
colleges, especially those in oriental sodutstee, must have a very considerably 
increased income if they are to pretend to do college work in the future and if 
they are to get this income they must depend upon endowments rather than upon the 
uncertain and Pluctuating appropriations which the Seard may be able te make, and 
if theee endowments are to be secured, the Yoard aust cooperate definitely and 
openly and urgently in an effort to sewure such encowmente, 

In my effort during the winter, it has been imporsible to get anything 
more than . peesing notice in the Wiesiionary Rerald or the Congregationalist:, 
and practically nothing has been said by way of endorsenent through these orrans by 
‘aN or secretaries of the Board, The epirit seems to ome to be that 
which, if you wilt allow me to refer to it, was expressed in your instructions to 


me with reference to my dutie#® on taking charge of this office, namely that I was 


net to use my position eo se"to either by direction or indirection turn aside any 
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funds te the college that might otherwise come into the general treasury of the 


Beard". § I think you will understand that I am not criticizing or complaining 


am, any way fér I try to keep in mind the extremely difficult situation in which i 
you are placed, and the innumerable demands made upon the funds of the Board, and 
all these things. 
‘On my return from Chieago, I stopped at Washington for two days, and had 
- conferences with a number of the heads of the various sub~departaents in the 


Department of Agriculture to ret what suggestions I could fro: them with reference 
to going to work in a modest and inexpensive way to help improve the agricultural 
conditions of the people of India, I received a most hearty welcome fromevery | 


one and got many valuable sugzesti ons, a good lot of literature and an asfurance | 
from them that they will b« glad in the future to coopernte in any way that they 

possibly can in this matter, I hope that we may find a way open for our making 
a beginning at least altng this line on my return to my work, 


To refer again to the lettcr to Mr. Wilson. If you can sive me a letter that 


you think will be helpful, I shall be very glad, and it might be sent to hin 
directly if you prefer or to me, and I would forwara it with a letter which ! shali 
write to him.

My dear Dr, Patton: - 

Your letter of June 29th came just as I was leaving for Lenox, 
Mass, Hence the delay in acknowledging it. I wish to thank you most sincerely 
for the letter, It is not of ten that any one will do me the favor of a Prank 
letter like this, and I assure you I! greatly appreciate the time you iti taken and 
the helpful way in which you write... I did not wish to be unappreciative or 
ungrateful for all that the Prudential Committee have done for our college, but I 
could not quite understand why I had not had more cooperation in the matter of 
the endowment since it is a college of the B30ard as well as of the Mission , and 
since we were in such desperate straits. I am therefore very glad for this letter 
stating your attitude toward the matter. I hardly feel that I ought to take your 
time for any further discussion of the question, but I should like to say something 
about my talk at first of a million dollar. endowment. I named this sum becauee 
of my experience in the college during the more than ten years that I had been in 
India, and because of the outlock Por the future so far as I could interpret it. 
The story of the relation of our college with the 3oard since 1896 ha@ been one of 
constant reductions so that we had for a good while got beyond the noseibility of 
even thinking of doing. good work in the college. teachers were oaid 


only about two thirds of what the teachers in the Native College in Madura were 


receiving for similar rork, and all eumteachers were over-worked, more or less

Aiscontented and things were far from satisfactory. Turniture was in bad repair 
and many etmiter little things that we greatly needed such as black boards, maps, 
desks etc. we could not get. But the condition in the college was the condition in 
all our mission work. Village schools were closed from time to time . Village 


congregations were abandoned and some times in some of the stations, our poor pastors 


Cz 


who were getting Prom three to five and eight dollars a month, would all voluntarily 
tive up a part of their salary rather than that some of them should be dismissed, 

] was on the Finance Committee for a number of years, and our absolute rule was 

that in making up the estimate to be sent in to Boston, there should be no item 
included Por any new work, All that was ruthlessly cut out, and the amount asked for 
for the old work was reduced to what we thought was the lowest limit. Then the 
estimates were saint in after a most careful working over and the appropriations would 


come back year after year a lump sum, “the same as last year" which meant about one 


third less for general work than our estimate. The work fae making up the estimt@8§came 


to be almost a farce, and we were heart sick at having to vot on with our work in 
this way and without being able to do anything to help matters. 

My thoucht was that we might he able to interest rome one in our college 
who would give us an endowment to cover all expenses for al] departments so that 
*he institution would no longer be a charge on the general funds of the Toard, and 
thus we would help also with the other work, Not only so, but I was looking ahead 


for another period of ten years, 


My experience in the past had not led me to have 
much hope of better help from he Board, and it seemed that in case there should come 
another financial depression, there might be still further reductions. I said to 
Dr. Barton that I did not want a million dollars immediately, but I did want te work 
toward that sum as the amount needed during the next few years, This contemplated 
not only sa tilan the work already in hand upon an efficient basitt:, but also raising 
the institution to the rank of a first gmade college, taking up stience and the 


industries which seemed to be the only field open to us if we are not to attempt to

duplicate the work done by the native college. I might add that in my innocence | 
I really believed that if the matter were put properly before men of means with 
proner backing, the million dollars might be secured. Since nothing has come of 
this million dollar plan, it is unnecessary to bother you with details of how 
I pronosed to spend the income of that sum, but I should be glad to furnish details 
if any one should desire. When the three hundred thousand dollars was substituted 
€or the million dollars, that I had first talked of, that put the thing on a 
different basis. It Ce ae the institution still to he a charge on the peneral 
funds of the 30a Td _aae ae in the pact, aleo make it necessary, should that sum he 
secured to continue to work for a larger sum if we are to do first grade college 

work. The average cost to the Board of a missionary family in India including 
outfit, cost of transportation, salary and allowances on the field, including al low- 
ances for children ( an average of two children to a Pamily), Puilocigh efter nine . 
years, refit etc., is a little over $2,000 per family, making no allowance for the 
Pact that some are invalided home after a short time. Taking then the additional 
missionary family which the Pruden tial Committee has not or oni sed to send us, together 
with the 2 ,50C or $3,000 extra for current exnenses, the additional exrcense to the 
Board will average about $5,000 per year. This sum capitalized at four per cent will 
be about equivalent to the income of $125,000, 

To me it is not a very convincing argument to say with reference to my 
request for a million or even three hundred thousand dollars that the “Board has 
never done such a thing in the past*, Perhaps the 30ard ought to have fone such 
a thing or ought now to plan to do such a thing. I am prepared to give cetaiads Por 
any sum up to a million dollars endowment, and then should be willing to throw out 
any item that seems unreasonable or unnecessary, My own opinion is that the ®oard 
creat ly injuries its own cause by emphasizing the cheapness with which it does its 


work. It is cheap, but it is cheap often times at the expense of efficiency. 


"Cheap and nasty” is what some English officials some times say of the work of some 
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mission colleges. I do not believe, however, that the officials of the Board and 
much less the members of the churches realize at all what the situation has been 

on the fielc during the last ten years, How could theg, without actually having 
gone through it. You see I am being frank: with you again. I trust you will bear 
with me. I think I need hardly say that in writing thie to you I recognize the 
Pact that you are not personally nor yet as an official of the Board responsible for 
the condition of things in the past. It is rather the Congregational churches of 


America: who are responsible so far as any one is responsible at this end. I have 


been severely criticised by some of the menbers of our Mission for telling in Boston 
so frankly the inefficient condition of our college.

The churches here through the Board are responsible together with the Mission 
for the present condition, and it seems to me that they ought to share with us the 


shame and humiliation of it and also the resvonsibility for putting things in 


better shape. It is not pleasant to have to say what I hwe said, and I am sure 


it is no more pleasant to you than it is to us to know that the work of the Board is 
being carried on in this poor way, but it is also not pleasant to have to do work as 


badly as we have had to do it in the coting the last few years, a will not, I

. And now I should like to ask you, if I may,about the futures end Pirst 
/ about the continuation of the effort to raise an endovment inderendent of what 
effort the Board is making. Would you think it wise for our Board of Trustees to 
employ a man and keep him in the field for this murposre provided that a vromising 
person could be found? If not, have you anything ete to surgest? Dr. Treeran 
writes that he expects to be back in the office by about the 20th of August, and I 
\ shall plan to start back to India in September or early in October. I shall of 
ces continue to try to do what I can from there, but India is a long way off. 
Second, about the decision which we must very soon make with reference 


to the future of the college. I am not sure what we shall be able to do in view of 
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Rev, 5S. Patton, D, No 5. 

the special helo which the Prudential Committee has pledgec for a few years, The 
additional sum will help us very nicely to put things in shane to do well the work 
that we are now trying to do, and I hope that we may be able to satisfy the 
Government for the time being with this arrangement so that we wail not be forced 
to close un at once as a second grade college. I do not see how it will be possible 
Por us to advance to Pirst grade, and I do not believe that the University would 
affliate us as a Pirst grade college without a larger sum, and this too as a permanent 
endowment. On the other hand, to fail now to advance to first grade may very soon 
lose us altogether the opportunity ever to advance to first grade which would 
vrobably Pinally end in the college still: having to be given up. The educational 
department is waiting for us to say what we wish to do in the future, and we must 
decide by Jamary of next year if not earlier. A letter receiver Prom Mr, Wallace 
yesterday says that we must very soon inform the Government of our decision. I do 
not know whether they can wait until I return or not. Two questions will have to 

be considered; first, shall we try to go on to first grade, and second what branches 
ghall we take up as a second grade, or as a Pirst grade if we decide to try for that, 
The determining Pactor in the problem will be primarily a question of finances. 
Somebody will have to take the responsibility of deciding what the rrobable financial 
support in the future is likely to be, anc this is q question for the Board as we!l as 
for the mission, If we could have come opinion from some one that more or lers 
authoritatively represents the Board, it woulée help usr much to act intelligently. 

In your letter you say, “" We are not called upon to do everything and we do not 

_ like to consider ourre lves as competing with government institutions, but rather as 
supplementing them", but even that as a statement of the policy of the Board is 

rather indefinite in our care. If the Board could at this time formulate some 

rather definite outline of policy for the Puture giidance of the colleges under it, 

so that we could know what we might exrect of the Board and what the Board exrects 


“of us, it might help us in the future, and prevent. our undertaking thines Por which

we could not get the cooperation of the Board, and thus save not only disappo'ntment 
but useless effort. We must make some decision now and that decision must be far- 
reaching. Remembering our past experience, we will not wish to eommit ourselves to 
anything that we will not be likely to carry through with some fair degree of 
efficiency. Of course there must ever be an element of uncertainty, about the 
future, That is where faith. : come s in, At the same time the Good Book warns us 
that it is wise before undertaking to build a houre to sit down and @ecount.the cost 
whether we shall be able to Pj nich it, If the Prudential Committee is likely to take 
the position e@ having pledged a large special grant for a few years, they will not 
be likely to consider favorably reqmests for & further: increase for come time, then 


we must take this into consideration in ceciding what we are to TQ, am best not 


committ@igm ourselves very far beyond what we are pretty sure of being able to 
provide for. The question is still a very difficvit one notwithstanding the penerous 
pledge which the Prudential Committee has just made, and we shall need all the wisdom 
that we can get in making the decision that we shall have to make very soon, 

If I may say a ¥ord further about what you call the unreasonable attitude 
of the Indian Government toward dol} eges at present, it would be this; The rovernment 
thinks that there are too many colleges, and is determined to force some of them 
to close up, ‘Yor myself I believe that the Government ic right. There are too 
many colleges for present needs. The last change in the attitude oP the Madras 
Government was not cue to the fact that some cf the colleges had already clored 
un, but rather because it had been defeated in its attempt to close them in the other 
way. The colleges thet have closed have done e6 because the requirements have been 
made so high that they could not meet them ane the government —o with the 
reeult rather than otherwise, The Government does not. wish soundly colleges in 
Madura. They think one is enough, and since our college is much weaker, they wich 
us to close, From their standpoint, they are right, “or why should they five fcrante 


to two colleges when one is sufficient to meet the needs of the peonle the ref 
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My contenion all along hes been that since we lost long ago through the action of 
the former deputation, the splendid opportunity which we hed to have a college in 
Madura, the only thing left for us and the only way we can win again the sympathy 
gana support of the Government will be for us to take up euch lines of work as the 


other college is not offering. 


But my letter ie already too long. I do not ask for any further official 
action of the Prudential Committee, and yet it would be helpful if we could know as 
definitely as vossible what we could expect in the Puture or at any rate, ont: 
attitude the Prudential Committee would be likely to take in the matter of increased 
income. Soulé we count on their cooperation in securing it or not? I am sure that 
you will appreciate the situation that we shall be in when we come to take up the 
guestion of what we are to do in the future. We shall have to commit ourselves 


to something. The question is what ; 


With reference to a letter to Mr. Wilson, if yw are willing to give it, 
I.-shall be very glad for a letter from you, and will then take the mtter up with 
him and see whether he vill co anrthing for us.

I take the privilege of writing you this morning and forwarding 
to you @ suggestion just made to me by Frof., A. D. F. Hamlin, the head of the 
School of Architecture in Columbia University of this city. 


AS you already know, I have a large number of photographs which I 


took in India just before leavins there. 


Now that I am so soon to return to 


India I have taken up the question of trying to cispose of them or a good 
number of them before | leave. I wréte to irof, Hamlin sending him a 
number of photographs and asking whether his department might not care to buy 


them for the purpose of having slides made from them, 


His reply was that he 


could hardly afford to buy the negatives for the purpose of making 4 set of 
slides for his own use but said that he would be very glad to buy forty or fifty 
slides made from the negatives at the price which is ordinarily cnarged, 409 


each. He makes this suggestion, however, with reference to then: 


"It seems 


to me that it might be a good policy for the .merican Board in Boston to take 
cnarge of these slides, reimbursing you for them and making for its own funds 


whatever profit would acerue from the sale of sitides, 


they could easily 


circularize the various schools of architecture and art and dispose of a good 


many sets of slides at a good profit.

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I might say further that in addition to the paateagrerne which I had 
made for Mr, Hicks, I also had made for Dr, Creegan about 200 photographs and 
a similar number for the Nethodist Episcopal Foreign Mission Board in this city, 
Prof . Harlan P, Beach of Yale University looked them over and asked to have 
50 orints made 80 that he might have slides made from these for his use in 
his Mission class at Yale, Prof, Perry of the Pratt Institute, Brooklyn also 
had a number of slides mde from my negatives to supplement his already large 
collection on India, ‘tesars, Stoughton & Stoughton, Architects of this city, 
have also had a large nunber of slides made from these negatives and a large 
number of photographs also, Prof, Jackson at the head of the department of 
Indo Iranian languages in Columbia University also looked over my photographs 
and oublishec a dozen of them in the ninth volume of his work on India, a de 
luxe edktion sublished by the Grollier Club of this city. There was also a 
number Of them published to illustrate my article in. the. "Review of Reviews". 

T mention these things simply to show that the photograohs have been highly 
appreciated by all who hive seen them, 


Prof. Jackson of the University of Columbia also asked some time ago 
to have a number of Slides from the negatives but I have not as yet been able 
to have them made for him, 


I believe that if these negatives were taxen by some one who would 

doa little advertising of them, there would be a considerable demand for them 
in the various "Iniversities of this country, and it would be a2 great pleasure to 
me to dispose of them to the American Board if you should care to have ihem, 
and [ should myself be glad to know that they were some place where I could 
have photographs or slides made from them in the future should I wish to do so, 
It cost me more than three months of very hard work and «a considerable sum of 
maney to set them, My purpose in raking the tour through India to get them 
was partly to study the history of India and partly to get material for future 
use in our College in India, and also hoping that I mghi, through them, help 
to interest people of this country in India, I have in all, quite a thousand 
negatives but I do not think any one would care to keep more than verhaps 500 
to 4% of them, Possibly, not so many. For the small negatives, 3 1/4 
x 41/4 I would take *1,90 each. I have about 290 larger ones 6 x 8, I had 
not thought of selling these but if the Board would care for them, I would be 
willing to sell some of these since [ would then be able to get prints from 
them should I wish in the future and for these [ think I ought to have $2.50 
each, Mr. Stoughton, who saw them, said that I ought to be able to get 
*25.%O each for a few of them from dealers in fine photograyhs, For the 
nhotographs which Trof, Jackson published I got $1.90 each and the same for 
those published in the “Review of Reviews", 


I should like very much to disnose of a good number of these nega- 
tives so as to get money to buy slides for use in the College in India, which 
I shall not be able to do unless I can dis»ose of the negatives, I believe if

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you had some one who could take the matter u9, it would in the end prove to be a 
g00d investment for the Board/ The ever increasing interest in India will 
make good dhotographs from there more and more desirable, I recognize, 
however, that this is not quite in the ordinary line of things for the American 
Board and it may be that no one there will care to bother with them, I should 
be glad, however, for a very early reply with reference to this matter.

into effect and the Madras University sent an Inspection Committee to 
visit each of the colleses affliated with that University. When the 
Commission visited us, our collese made a very poor showins. The staff 
was guite unsatisfactory; the small funds at our disposal did not allow 
us to employ as good teachers as we ought to have had. The library was 
very small and for some years we had had practically no money that we 
could possibly spare toward makins additions. Our equipment was seneral 
ly poor, The accomodation was insufficient and unsatisfactory in many 
ways, due to the fact that the classes were being accomodated temporarily 
in the high school buildins. As a result our colilese was put in the 3rd 
class so far as efficiency is concerned, and we were warned to put things 
in better shape. ie- had already secured 4 pari of our present new 
college sround and we were negotiating for the remainder, and making plang 
for new buildinss. | 


On account of the position taken by she Director of Public 
Instruction, we have been unable to secure any Government srant for the 
new building, and this has left us with practically no money for the fur- 
nishins of the new buildins. & short time aso I received a communicatio 
from the Syndicate of the Madras University callins attention “sain to thé 
ouroose of the Umiversity ico see that i€s affliated te meet the 
present requirsnsnt, and askins us to consider whether bie expenditures 
that we are olannins for, we would be able to do this. the matter was 
brought up at our council meeting on February 29th and a draft reply which 
{ had prepared was after some anendins adopted. I send you enclosed 
(see enclos.4) a copy of our reply. This reoly will also siveByou the 
substance of the Syndicate’s letter. we think that with the improvement 
in staff and with the imorovensnt underway in buildings and grounds we 
will be able to meet those two points.

The letter of the Registrar raises two questions with reference to the 
College :-— 


1. Efficiency. 
2. Rules for fee collection. 


EFFICIENCY.—The Registrar says, ‘The Syndicate takes this op- 
portunity of inviting the serious attention of all concerned to the determina- 


tion on the part of. the University to see that its affiliated colleges are main- 
tained in an efficient condition.” 


“Tn view of this and of the opinion as to the state of your college form- 
ed by the Commission, the Syndicate would earnestly request the authorities 
to consider whether the expenditure they are now incurring or may propose to 
incur to remedy these defects affords any well grounded hope that the contem- 
plated improvements will meet the requirements of the University; expendi- 
ture incurred which fails to effect this will amount to a waste of money in the 


event of the Syndicate being obliged to recommend the disaffiliation of the 
college.” 


The Council would point out that a determined attempt has been and !s 
being made to remedy all the deficiencies pointed out in the communication of 
the Registrar dated Feb. 19,1907. It has been the opinion of the Council 
- that when the work now in hand is completed these deficiencies would be satis- 
factorily remedied. The Council recognizes however that the Syndicate is the 
final judge in these matters and respectfully requests that in case the Syndi- 
cate does not agree with the Council in this opinion that they .would be good 


enough to point out concisely just what additional improvement they consider 
to be necessary. 


The Council wish to call the attention of the Syndicate to the fact that 
the commission which visited us in 1906 could not possibly have come in a 
worse time so far as our ccllege is concerned. We were then developing plans 
for the-improvement of our college but had not matured them far enough for 
anything to be shown to the commission. The quarters then occupied by the 
college, being a part of the high school building, were, as the Council is free 


to admit, altogether inadequate. The college authorities were already at work 
however on plans for new buildings. 
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April, 1907, the Council would call the attention of the Syndicate to the fol- 
lowing with reference to grounds and buildings. The new college premises 
comprise a tract of land more than 18 acres in extent, lying across the Vaigai 
river and adjoining the large public park of Madura. This ground is about 
one and one-half miles distant from the American Mission High School and 
from the Madura College. In accordance with the recommendations of the 
University Commission appointed by Lord Curzon this ground is to be reserved 
for the exclusive use of the College, the High School to remain where it is. 
Enclosed (see enclosure 1) is a map showing the location of the new grounds.

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FEES.—The Registrar’s letter states that “The Syndicate considers 
that the rules for the fee collection are still far from satisfactory and should be 
made more strict.’ After reading again all the correspondence on this matter 
the Council is unable to decide as to whether the present objection of the 
Syndicate is on the ground of the No. of scholarships awarded or the method 
of collecting fees by monthly instalments. The Council would be glad there- 
fore if the Syndicate would be good enough to indicate more definitely just 
what the present ground of objection is. 


The Council beg leave to make the following further statement to the 
Syndicate. For some years the college authorities as representatives of the 
American people, have been convinced that they might well make some larger 
and better contribution to education in this country than they have been doing. 
We recognize that the Government is doing much and that the people are 
becoming more and more able to provide for themselves in these matters, We 
rejoice in this and wish to do nothing that will in any way interfere with this 
desirable development. We believe however that the educational needs of 
this country are not yet fully met, and we further believe that the American 


people ought to be and are willing to make further helpful contribution toward 
meeting these needs. 


Since little attention is being given in India to scientific education as 
compared with that given to the liberal arts, we have had under consideration 
for some years the question of turning our attention in part at least towards 
some line of scientific education. In 1906 a formal resolution was passed 
looking toward the carrying out of this plan. We believe that India is at 
present greatly in need of such education and that a contribution along these 
lines would be especially appropriate fromthe Ameriean people. We wish to 
sive further consideration to the details of this question before finally deciding 
what particular work we would wish to undertake, and are desirous of being 
advised by Government and by the University as also by representative men 
from the Indian community before final decision is made. In considering this 
matter we wish to keep in mind the most urgent needs not being met or likely 
to be met by other agencies, at the same time having regard for such things as 
we might appropriately and with some hope of suecess attempt to do. 


We believe that we have a site that will lend itself admirably to such a 
general scheme. We enclose herewith (see enclosures 4 and 5) a copy of the 
Architect’s plans for the grouping of building on our new grounds. These 
plans were made by Messrs. Stoughton and Stoughton, Architects, of New 
York City, and have been adopted by the College Council. From the plans it 
will be seen that three groups of bulidings are arranged for. The first group 
in front provides for the Liberal Arts courses and includes the colloge hall now 
being built, the library and the chapel. Back of this is the group for pure 
science with provisions for the Natural Sciences; back of this is the group for 
applied science and industries ; at the rear are the hostels and athletic field. 


Our being able to.carry out our plans for making the contribution that 
we woud wish to make to the cause of education in India depends in part at 
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least on what ehcouragement we receive from Government and from the Uni- 
versity. It will require time to develop our plans and secure the funds to 
finance them, but we have good ground for hope that with a fair degree of 
encouragement we will be able within a few years to secure a considerable 


endowment for the college so as to put it in a position permanently to render 
efficient and helpful service to the people of India. 


In view of the tone of the Registrar’s letter we have felt it necessary 
to make this lengthy statement not only of what we have done and are doing 
but also of our thought for the future. It is for the Syndicate to say whether 


this ‘affords any well grounded hope that the contemplated improvements will 
meet the requirements of the University.” 


In view of the large interests involved the Council would be glad of 


some early intimation from the Syndicate as to their probable answer to this 
question. 


The Council further requests that, if agreeable to the Syndicate, they 
be allowed to be represented by a committee when the matter next com

You will thus see that Science and Vathematics ere to form a 
considerable part of our curriculum in the future. None of us now con- 
nected with the College have done sufficient work in eitber of these 
branches tc guelify us to teach them satisfactorily under the University 
recuirements to-day. So it is absolutely essential that we should have 
men from home who can teach these subjects. We might be able to manage 
the Mathematics with Indien teachers, but for science we must have an 
American. ie ought also to heve one, who has good ability as teacher. 
The time has gone by in India when any one, merely from the fact that he 
is an American and a college man, is therefore aualified to teach college 
subjects here. If we ere soins to make cur work successful and such as 
to command the interest of the people and support of Government, we must 
have men thoroughly trained in their subjects and also men who have ability 
as teachers. Ofcourse it is of fundamentél importance that they be men 
of sanity and earnest Christian spirit. If Mr. Bayne does not come, i 
most sincerely hope that you will be able to send us out very soon two 
young men for the college. They should be here by September, if possible 
so as to set in touch with things a little before the beginning cf nex 
year when we move into our néw building and begin the work under the new 
regulations. |

Mr. Herrick and I ,represeating our college met with Revs. Shaffter and Carr 
representing the C.M.S. GCollese in fTinnevelly to consider the,question of a 
union College. fhe question naturally had two divisions, first, is it 
feasible to unite the present Second Grade colleges? “ Second, is it,first, 
desirable to have a Christian College of the rank of a First Grade collese 
south of fTrichinopoly ; and second, if so, where should it be and can we combine 
in this institution. 

After a little discussion it was unanimously agreed that it dees not seem 
feasible at present to unite the Second srade ect fhese colleges are 
already established and in each mission th e college forms an imporatant part 


of the educational system. This we had expected. When it came to the 


_guestion of First grade colleges however after a little discussion it was 


unanimously agreed, first that it is advisable to have a Christian First Grade 
College south of Trichinopoly. Second, that this College should be in Madura 
if asmuch as the C.M.S. Tinnevelly mission 44 not contemplate advancins their 


college to the First Grade. Third, the two members of the C.M.S. mission

My dear Dr. Barton, 


We have just this mornins returned from the hills and I believe the statement 


about which I have written before is ready and Dr. Jones will probably send you an 


official copy to-day. We have had 2 number of copies printed and TI will send 


you an additional supply as soon as I receive them 


He hope that the statement will be understood in the spirit in which it is 
sent, not of criticism in any way but of frankly and candidly attempting to face 
the facts. The historical statement was added because otherwise we thousht that 
the Prudential Committee might well ask how it is that after all these years the 
collese is not stronger than it is and we thousht also that there misht be in the 
minds of some an inclination to raise the auestion as to why after ail the college 
was removed from Pasumalai to Madura if it were to involve so much expenditure. 

Wa wish that our reasons for this should be thoroughly understood and kept on 
record in Boston, not because we wish to criticise and not because we wish to 
escape our share of responsibility but these two questions have been raised at 


various times and it would perhaps be well that this statement should be on file 


hits In a9 of your recent letters to Dr. Jones you raise two questions; first, 


why was not more money from the Rockefeller grant kept for equipment and less 


-2- 


spent for groumds and buildings. I do not know whet Dr. Jones as Secretary may 


have written you in reply, but I should like to say just a word. In the first 
place with reference to the land, we did not expect when we secured the first half 
of the new plot that we would have to pay so much to Government for the second 
half. We finally had to pay for the second half about Rs.500 an acre more than 
we had expected. The land being situated as it was we could hardly have afforded 
not to secure @11; it would open too many possibilities for undesirable elements 
setting a position neer the College and we believe that we shall need all thet we 


have secured in the not distant future thoush we misht bave got alongs with a 


little less just now. 


Vo wes reference to the buildings, as indicated in the stetement which you will 


receive, the new college Fall has been planned somewhat with reference to a first 
Srade college. This is in accordance with the permission siven and the 
recommendation made by the Prudential Committee. voreover it is practe¢cally 
imperative thet if we are to have a college at all, it must be a first grade 
college. Asain the present probability of our collese becoming & union college 
for our mission and the C.M.S. Tinnevelly mission seems to me to abunduntly 
justify this larger plan. The present building will provide the lowest minimum 
of accomodation thet would be at all satisfactory for a first srade collese and it 
surely would not have been wise to have prcvided e building for a second srade 
college that would have been altogether impossible for a first srade collese. 
hile we regret as much as you thet we heve not been able to save more from the 
orisinel srant for equipment, I trust that you will concur with us in the wisdom 


of making the provision thst we have made with reference to the future. 


[A tre second question that you reised wes 2s to why more hed not been made of 
the additional grant to the college in our correspondence with the Syndticate of 


the Madras University. You wili perhaps remember that before leaving America, 
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I wrote to you requesting some sort of an officiel statement with reference to 
this matter that might be used in this way. fo thts request I received no reply 
and T was so uncertain es to whether we could be justified in representing to the 
Sy fcate of the University that this sum would be continued until the endowment 
as secured that I did not feel sefe in statins that matter to the Syndicate. On 
the other hand we did make as much as possible of the improwement that we were 
able to make in the staff and eauipment by the use of the money. The special 
Srant last year went almost entirely toward the improvement of the steff and «a 
most of the grant this year will be spent in the same way. After your letter 
however I asked Dr. Jones to let me look over the correspondence from your office 
with reference to this matter and in looking it over I find that the matter is put 
in a little different light in the correspondence from your office with the 
Secretary of our mission then was indicated be nt in the letter which I received 
while in America reporting the action of the Prudential Committee. While it 
seems to ne thet it would be better if ne had an official statement from the 
Prudential Committee definitely promising the continuance of the present special 
grant until the endowment is secured, I think the previous correspondence on the 
matter does sive siahinie 2) sufficient warrant for our meking this point with the 
University and in future correspondence unless you direct otherwise I shall take 


the liberty of taking for granted the fact of the continuance of this special 
Srant. 


The collese is to reopen in half an hour. tl must set sway. Mr, Hensmean 


who has been with us for @ year and e half and who hes been of very great help to 
us left at the close of the last term and will be Sreatly missed. We will not be 
able to secure another Indian Professor of equal standing and ability to take his 
place. Mr. Herrick on the return of Mr. Chandler, who is expected to-morron, 


will be relieved of the care of Madura station and so will be able to sive 


additional time to the college. Another of our staff is leaving and we have not 


been able to secure a man for the place, though I have some applications in hand 
and hope to be able to make a selection very soon. The new requirements and the 
new conditions are occasioning many changes all over South India and one result 
of it is that salaries ere rapidly risins. I trust the effort which you are 


making towards securing the two million dollars endowment is meeting with sood 


I shall be most happy to do anythins thet I can to co-operate with you in 


this matter. a:

Dear Dr. Barton, 


Y wish to acknowledge with thanks receipt of your favour of 
Oct. 23, which came a week ago. While the result of our effort 
for a Union College is not all that we could wish for, it is certain 
-ly a gain to us to have reached the arrangements with the C.M.S. 
Tinnevelly Mission that we have. 


Since my last letter to yow I have received information that 
another college, the Church of Scotland College in Madras is likely 
to close at the end of this year going back to a high school. This 


is because they are unable to meet the new requirements of the 


University. I think I wrote to you in my last letter that the 
College of the London Mission Society at Bellary had also decided to 
close at the end of this year. (Anis makes four that have closed 
thus far as a result of the higher requirements which come in nex. 
year. Without doubt ours would be a fifth had it not been for the 
generous /nelp which the Prudential Committee has given us this year 
and last. While we are not yet by any means through the difficul- 
ties under which we have been labourine for some time I believe that 


we are decidedly on the up grade. Things are looking better than 
they did a while ago. 


“4 | 
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I had recently a letter from the Syndicate in reply to our 
communication of last Mareh, a copy of which was sent to you. 
Their reply is very brief and formal and they make no reference what 
-ever to the question of the adequacy of our buildines and staff. 
While this leaves the matter a little indefinite I understand 
indirectly that we are not likely to have any further trouble 
immediately on those two points, and I believe both the Educational 
Department and the Government have decided to accept as a fact the 
future continuation of our college. It remains for us still to 
continue the work of improvement until our position is fully assured 


and our Institution put in first class shape. 


While it has been a keen disappointment to us that the Pruden- 
tial Committee could not give us a grant for $12,400 which we asked 
for we still believe that this will come ere long and we have made 
such arrangements as I think will permit our beginning the work next 
year. By leaving off the second story of our Hostel we are able to 
provide about Rs. 2400 ($800) for chemical and physical apparatus. . 
I will be able also out of the $2,500, the extra grant for this 


year, to provide something for the Library. 


It would also have strengthened our position very much in 
beginning next year if we could have had a new man from home to 
organize the scientific department. But by arranging with 
Mr. Holton to come in from Melur a part of the time each week to 
take Chemistry, we will I think be able to start and we still hope 


that during next year you will be able to send out a new man. 


3. 


I have written to you of Mr. Rhenius, a young man, a native of 
India, and a Graduate of the University of Edinburgh, who has spent 
some six years in University work in England and Scotland. We took 
him on this year at the beginning of the second term to take the 
Place of Mr. Hensman resigned at the close of the first term. I 
have just arranged with him to stay on next year. We shall have to 
give him Rs. 150 a month. This is quite as much as an unmarried 
missionary would receive including allowances. It is a high price 
compared with what we used to have to pay to our teachers but it 
indicates what we may expect to have to pay in the future for men 
who will be qualified to do college work under the new conditions. 
The cousin of this young man who is also just back from England and 
who has the same qualifications has started in one of the colleges 


in Madras for Rs.300 a month. 


Mr. Chandler has shown me one of your letters which came to him 
as Secretary in which you say that the Prudential Committee when 
taking action off our request for a special grant of $12,400 stated 
that they were now giving our college more than _ other college 
under the Board. I had not known that this is so before. Ia 
presume they have also taken into consideration the fact that under 
our college is included the college proper, the two high schools, 4 
the Theological seminary, the training institution and the manual 
training school. It is of course right that the Committee shouiu 

consider the question in this way for their reponsibility is to see 
that the money which they get is used where it will do the largest

werk. I should like to point out however that we are not in com- 

% petition with other colleges of the board in China, Japan, Turkey or 

r Africa. We are however in competition with the Hindu College in 
Madura, and while we have by building only the first story of our 
Hostel saved something out ef which we are putting Rs.2400 into 

hl, at 

Scientific equipment, and a smail sum from other sources into the 
library, the other college has about five times that amount to spend 
on equipment. While our college was put in the third class with | 
reference to efficiency by the University Commission 3 years ago the 
other college was put in the first class. And this is the situa- 
tion that we have to face here and this in addition to the natural 
sympathy of the people for their own rather than for a foreign 
institution. I say these things only to guard against disappoint- 
ment in the future, and not to criticize, for we all appreciate very 3 
keenly the help which the Committee are giving us. Without it, we 


should not now have a college. 


The one thing that I have been anxious for in all the discus- 
sion of the last two or three years is that there might be a fair 
and frank understanding of the situation and then intelligent 
planning and hearty co-operation in view of the situation. I am 


| »not sure that the Prudential Committee has understood fully how | 


difficult our position has been and is. But the outlook is 
brightening and we are going ahead, and I believe as I have always 


believed that there is a large work for our college to do here in 


South India. 
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I note what you say about the action of the Sub Committee in 
V gisiilinnditinas that the college should not take up technical work but 
continue along the old line. 


Mr. Chandler has also told me of a 
similar statement in your letter to the Secretary of the Mission. 
Me are somewhat at a loss to understand either the eccasion or the 
purpose of this action of the Sub Committee. The Mission has I 
believe never considered the question of charging t>e« college.into a 
technical institute; nor so far as I know has any member of the 
mission ever propose such a plan. I have as you know for some 
time urged the advisibility of considering the question whether our 
opportunity for the future did not lie along the line of emphasizing 
scientific and industrial education rather than literary and this 
because of the fact that the other college in Madura is doing work 
along literary lines and has been for some time much ahead of our 
college both in number of students and in efficiency, which has also 
won for them the support of Government in a way that we have not had. 
Owing to the opposition of one or two members of the Mission, the 
Mission voted not to consider that question, but chose to decide A 
without entering into a careful study of the situation, but at the 
same time the Mission voted that we could take up in the college any 
subjects in the curriculum of studies provided eitner hy the 
University or by the Educational Department of the Government. 

This in a very large measure meets the point that I had inmind for 


the changes of the last few years have brought into great prominence 


both the scientific and industrial side of education here, and India 


is trying to fall in line with America and Europe in these matters.

We now have our manual training school and school gardening at Pasu- 
malai and, under the new curriculum of the Madras University we are 
offering for next year group I, mathematics, physics & chemistry, 
and group III, ancient history, modern history & logic.

I have just received by this week's mail your letter of Nov.1ll. 
Thank you for writing so plainly with reference to the difficulty on 
account of not having details of the expenditure of the $2,500, 
special grant this year. I regret exceedingly that any neglect on 
my part should have brought about any such difficulty. I had 


thought that what I had said in my various letters about our arrange 


“sments for staff and equipment would have indicated the way in which 


the money was being spent and I had not thought that you would care 
for more details until the end of the year. My writer has been 
busy the last week making up the annual accounts for the year, and 


they show approximately the following use made of the special grant: 


About $1000 has been spent in improving the staff. 


About $300 on furniture, desks, benches, book-cases, tables vic 


for the High School. 
About $300 on books for the High School. 


About $150 on scientific apparatus for the High School. 


~ 
This will leave a balance of about $750; a little of this will 


yet be spent on urcent repairs needed for this year. 


Re 


With reference to the expenditure on the staff, I would say 
that as has been already intimated at various times in my corres- 
pondence our“staft has been one of our weakest points. You will 
perhaps remember that Mr. Wallace took on Mr. Hensman at a salary 
of Rs. 300 per month. He remained with us during the first term 
of this year when he resigned on account of ill health. In his 
place we have taken on Mr. Rhenius, a graduate of the University of 
Edinburgh paying hig» this year Rs. 100 per month. We have also got 
back Mr. Abraham the former Headmaster of the High School who left 
us some years ago. We have also had to increase the salary of some 
of our teachers; for instance, our Mathematics professor, a good 
man who has been with us for a number of years and has at various 
times refused better offers thafM we could give him, had another fe 


offer to go to Madras and he would have gone this time had we not 


increased his salary. We now have a staff which I think will be 
acceptable tothe University under the new conditions that come in 


next year. It would have been impossible for us to do this without 
this additional grant. 


Theéther weak point in our institution has been the equipment. 
We have been able to rrovide something in the way of furniture and 
apparatus for the High School out of this special grant. This was 
also one of the points criticised by the University Commission a few 
years ago and by the Inspector of Schools from year to year. While 
we have not been able as yet to provide our Hirsh School with any- 


thing like the equipment that two of ‘§ other High Schools in the

City have, it is yet better than it was and if we can add something 


year by year, we will in time have it up more nearly to what it 
ought to be. 


TI have been as careful as possible of the funds this year and I 
am glad to have something on the hand to begin the new year with, 
for there will be so many things that we must have or ought to have 


as we go into our new building and begin the work next year under 


the new conditions. 


It is unnecessary that I say anything at this time with vef 
reference to the possible action of the Prudential Committee inti- 


mated in your letter. They must have by this time a fair knowledge 
of the situation and they can not help knowing the result of such 
action as you intimate may be proposed. I have engaged all my 
teachers for next year in full expectation of having the special 
grant continued not only next year but until such time as this 


amount may be supplied from the regular endowment funds. 


It is sad to know that what was given to us had - be taken 
from Japan. Not knowing the situation in Japan we can not of eeur 
course say anything as to the relative needs and merits ef the 
fields. We devoutly hope however that it will not long be necessary 


that our work should be built up at the sacrifice of work elsewhere. 


I enclosé with this a brief statement of some features of our 


years work which I am furnishing the writer of the annual report.

for anything of the special grant of $2,500. The estimate for salaries 
for teachers is on the basis of contracts already made for next year. 
The estimate for other items is on the basis of ordinary expenses for 
this year. There is no provision whatever for contingencies or 


emerrencies and I am sure that a considerable sum will be called for here, 


The $750 balance left out of the $2,500, special appropriation this 
year, will practically all be required to meet the bills for orders 
placed sometime ago for books and bookcases for our library, which have 


not yet been received. 


I trust this arrangement will be satisfactory to you. If you wish 
any further report with reference to the disposition made of the $2,500, 
for 1909 kindly let me know and I shall be glad to furnish it to you. 
You will see how this is used and must be used in meeting the ordinary 


expenses of the year. 


Two of our teachers are now at Trichinopoly attending a course of 
vacation lectures arranged for by the Madras University. These lectures 
are being held in the Jesuit college there. Trichinopoly is about a 
hundred miles from Madura and I pass on the remark which one of the 
teachers has written to me with reference to the college there (a first 
crade college): "The Jesuits here have lavished money on buildings and 
equipment and I think that their college is one of the best in Southern 
India, Thev have got enough of men and money. Their museum, a work of 


25 years, is splendid indecd.” 


I learn from Mr. Chandler that you have written again with reference

to the action of the Prudential Committee on the subject of not turning 
our college into a technical institution, but "continuing along the old 
lines for the present." The old curriculum of studies as prescribed by 
the Madras University was as follows, for second grade colleges: 
English, second language, pathibatics, history of Greece and Rome, 


Physiology. These subjects were all compulsory. 


The new curriculum which has come in with the beginning of 1909 is for 


second srade colleges as follows:- 


Compulsory, English and Composition in the Vernacular; Optional, 
one of the 4 following groupsof subjects the selection to be made by the 


student: 


1, Mathematics, physics, chemistry; 

2, Natural sciences, physics, chemistry; 
3, Ancient history, modern history, logic; 


. Ancient or modern history, a classical language and a second 
Classical language. 


I am very uncertain as to what you mean by the word "technical". But 


vou will see from the abdve how impossible it is for us to continue along 


the old lines even if we should wish, provided we continue our affilia- 
tion with the iites University. The belief that the old curriculum was 
altogether unsatisfactory for India and that much more should be done 
along the line of science has become so nearly universal here amongst the 


leaders of educational thought that this very radical change has been 


made. This will of course make college work more expensive in the 
future as I have already said on many different occasions, but it will al 


-30 provide much better for the needs of the country. As I have already

written you, we are offering for this year groups 1 & 3, and should be

glad if we could also offer group 2, but can not. If the action of the 

Prudential Committ ec looks toward restricting us in this matter I trust

you sacl B rena let me know very definitely just what is wanted.

We are creatly rejoiced that Mr. Whitin is to continue his special 
cift to the college for this vear. We shall plan with reference to the 


use of it as wisely as possible and report to him and to you in due time. 


We have just finished our January Mission meetine. At the 
berinnine I was absent in Madras attendine a conference of collere men 
with reference to the work under the new curriculum which comes in this 
year and so was not present when the correspondence was read, but the 
Secretary let me see the letters which vou have written and as you have 
written officially to the Mission with reference to the question of Bible 
study in the collese IT think it out of place *or me to say a word on that 


subject. 


Perhaps the most serious difficulty that we have in the college is 


the small number of students in the collese department, and one of the 


+ 
| 
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chief reasons for this we believe to be the prejudice against t1s due to 
the fact that ours is a Christian institution and managed by foreirners. 
The sentiment in favour of supporting native institutions srows stronger 
all the time. One of the best bovs in our Senior Collere Class last year 
told me at the beginning of the year that unless he were given a free 
scholarship in our collece his parents wished him to join the Hind» 
collece though he should pay full fees. With the beginning of the vear 
I took the college Bible class and there seemed to be manifested bv some 
students in the class a spirit of discontent and somethine of resentment. 
Some of the students were inclined to stay away from the class frequently 
and others had such an attitude toward the work of the class that it did 
not seem likely that they would get much food out of it. Under the cir- 
smstances it did not seem wise to attempt to remedy matters by disci- 
pline. So one day IT had a talk witr the class on the situation, told 
them what I understood to be the purpose of the Bible hour, assurine them 
that in the discussion of religious questions I should try to treat them 
as I shovuld wish to be treated under similar circumstances, and finally 
told them that in the interests of discipline in the collerce we could not 
have students absent from the Bible class any more than from the other 
classes. I told them however that if any one would brine me a written 
statement sirened bv their parents or suardians statins that for 
conscientious reasons they desired to be excused from thre Bible hour I 
should be willins to consider such requests, but that otherwise I should 
expect a rerular attendance, the same as far any other class. I was 


quite prepared to have one or two of them present sich requests, but I am 


-lad to savy not a single one presented such a request and from that time

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on the spirit in the class was much better and no one was absent from the 
Bible class at any time thereafter who was present in the other classes 


during the day. | In fact we had a real good vear torether, and my atti- 


tude of fairness toward the class seemed to meet the situation entirely. 
It was largely a psycholorical situation and what I did was done not with 


the idea of changine in any way the policy of the college on this matter 


but wes one of those little questions of discipline which one is com- 
relled to meet from time to time. Some of the mission misunderstanding 
somewhat the situation were alarmed abot it. ©. I think it is not neces- 


sary for me to say more. 


Mrs. Zumbro and I thank you most heartily for your kind good wishes 
and she joins with me in rreetings and best wishes to vov and to all in 


the rooms. 


We are rlad to know that Mr. Brewer Fddy is coming into the rooms to 


take up the work which Mr. Hicks was doing. 


The work on the new college building is not vet quite complete, 
S0 we have decided not to actually move in until after the formal dedica- 
tion the last week ot February. This is partly due also to the re- 
examination for the entering class in the University this year, owing to 
the fact that a syndicate of students bribed the pressman who printed the 
question papers for the December Matriculation Examinetion to five them 
copies before hand - a wretched business - but this is not the first time 
in the Madras Presidency.

The results of the recent university exauination for the Second 
Grade colleges are out and we have passed ten out of the 16 candidates sent 
up as candidates from our school, or about é2%. The other college in 
Madura passed only about 33% so we are sbabighalshied-enstatees on our 
results. We also bad the only. First Class in the Madura District. Our 
classes are much smaller than our sister institution and 80 ne should 
have somewhat better results. If we can keep ap the present record for 
some time it ought to do something toward putting our College in a bet- 
ter position. The preliminary results of the Matriculation examination 
ate also out. We have done fairly well in this though not so well as in 
the College examination. 

But wbat I wish especially to say today is this: I think it would 

‘be wise for us actually to start an entering F.4. Class next year. Things 
seem to be shaping up so as to make this seem possible. We shall have 


to make as strong a representation as possible both by way of staff and 


equipment. We confidently hope that soon you will be able to report that 


you have secured the $12,500 that we need so urgently. If we are to go on 
to First Grade, I think we must begin next year. This is hardly a case of 
“Better to bave loved and lost” than never to have loved”, but the gain would 


seew to be so great that I believe it is worth while taking sowe risk. 


I know that we can trust you to do all that you can for us.

This vear for the first time the finances of the institu- 

tion were, with the exception of the Theological Seminary, deal 

with throughout as a whole.

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That the report may have real significance, and in general that 


vou may understand the financial situation of the institution, I 


shall make the report cover the entire finances for the year, s0 


far as T am personally responsible. 


My budget was dealt with in two sections:- 
A. Ordinarv. 


B. Hxtraordinaryv.

Tt will be seen from'the above that after counting in all 
ordinarvy income including a probable sun of $120. from special 
donations, and including mv share of the special crant of $2,500 
there was still an estimateddeficit of $703 on ordinary refrular 


expenditure. This deficit has durins the vear been nearly met 


by $667 allotted to me out of the special donation sent out by 
Mr. Whitin. A similar sum has been allotted from this donation 


to Mr. Miller for the work at Pasumalai and the remainder, $166, 


has been reserved to be distributed later on in the vear. 


B. My budget for extraordinary expenditure was divided 


f 
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into three heads:-— 


1. Chairs, desks and general furniture for the new 
buildings. 

2. Apparatus for the Mathematics, chemistry and physics 
classes. 


3. Books for the Librarv. 


With reference to items & and 3, lists of what was consider 
-ed necessary had been sent out bv the University, and hence it 
was imperative that we provide to the utmost possible extent 


what was called for in these lists. 


Since we had been unable to secure any special fund to meet 
this extraordinary expenditure, it was decided that whatever was 
used for items 1 and 2 would have to come out of the original 
Rockefeller fund of $32,000. As reported last vear we had, as 
a possible reserve, cut out of the original plan for the expendi 


eture of this fund the followingr:- 


The second storv of the Students dormitory. 
All houses for staff, whether American or Indian. 
All items for putting the new srounds into shape,- grading, 


fencing, etc. 


With reference to item Sg il had a sum of $1,135 fathered 
from various sources and held a$ a reserve at the end of last 
vear to meet, in case no other funds could be secured, the bills 


for books already ordered.

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So much for the budzet estimate at the beginning of the — 


vear. 
The situation at present is as follows:- 


A. With reference to regular expense, the expenditure on 
staff will arose the budget estimate. Mr. Herrick disconti- 
nued his work in the Collerze from the beginning of the second 
term, and Mr. Holton has now fiven up his work. The work of 
these two men has to be provided for by appointments here and 


salaries paid out of current funds. 


Se The total budget estimate of S100 for repair and up- 
keep of buildinres and grounds has already been exceeded bv $325. 
This is due, first, to the fact that the Dudset estimate was 
much too small; second, to the fact that it was found that in 
order to prevent serious damage to the hirh school building it 
was necessary to make over neurly the whole of the roof; third, 
to various expenses connected with the opening and use of the 
new building which could not be avoided but which had not been 


provided for out of the Rockefeller fund. 


B. Budget - Extraordinary: 


In finishing up the new buildings it was found that 
there were various items which had been omitted from the origi- 
nal estimate or chanres Which had to be made involving ésneFeas- 
increased expenditure over the oririnal estimate. As a result 


a part of the Rockefeller fund which had been set aside origi.al 
-ly 
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for other purposes has had to be used in finishine up the new 


buildings, so that at present, 


1. ‘the Rockefeller fund is all exhausted. 


2. Bills now due on new buildines in excess of Rocke- 
feller fund, P3256 
3e Bills now due for furniture and apvaratus in 
excess of Rockefeller fund $300 
(As oririnally planned this sum would have been 
entirely met from this fund. The apparatus ordered 
was less than that called for in the list sent out 
by the University.) 
4. Due to the Madura station for a Primary school 
nud2dine to replace the one removed for the 
new collese building, $166 
(As originally planned this sum was to have been met 


from fund.) 


5. I have already spent for the library outside | 


of the budget estimate $1,2@Q. | 

(Nothine from the Rockefeller fund has been used for : 

this purpose. In ordering books a very considerable | 

reduction was made from the list sent out bv the 

Tniversitv.) | 

This has been a critical year for the college. this ree 


nort will show vou what use has been made of our resources. 


: 


Such has been cone to improve our position over what it was 
when the Tniversity Commission visited us in 1905 and placed our 
college in the third class with reference to efficiency and 


equipment: - 


1. We now have an excellent building and ample srounds. 

2. <A larger and better staff. 

S. <A small but carefully selected equipment of books and 
apparatus. 

4. A spirit of hopefulness slowly takine the place of the 


old feeling of uncertainty. 


Much yet remains to be done. Neither our staff nor our 
equipment is vet food enough to fully meet the University re- 
quirements nor to enable us to reap the full advantage of what 
has already been spent. It is probable that sometime soon 
another 'Iniversityvy Commission will visit our college to see how 
far we have met their requirements. I need not say how 
important it is that, when such time comes, we be able to make a 


satisfactory showine. 


With reference to next vear, the prospect ie i that the 
end of the vear will find me with all reserves of every kind 
exhausted anda deficit of over $1000 to carry over to next 
year. Safe financing of the collere reguires that there should 


be a reserve of at least $500 to carry over each vear to meet 


the expenses for the first month or two until things cet started 


I thank vou most sincerely for the help which vou have 
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riven us this vear and trust that this report will be satis- 
factory as an accounting for our stewardship. Should any one 


wish further details or explanations I shall be happy to under 


-take to meet this wish. 


My budset for ordinary expenses for next year will neces- 
sarily be larger than this vear. Fspeciallv is this true with 
reference to staff. We shall have to increase the salary of 
some of our teachers. We shall have to provide new teachers. 
Under the old curriculum we had to provide for 60 periods a week 
of class work for the collere classes. This year the new 
curriculum is only half in force and we have to provide for 
fifteen extra periods or 75 in all. Next vear the new curri- 


culum will be fully in force and we shall have to provide for 


90 periods.

My dear Dr. Barton, 


I have your letter of July 2lst., for which I thank you, We 


are waitine anxiously for definite word confirming the appointment 


of two men for the college and I have just written Dr. Patton a 


letter on this subject. 


With reference to the $500, the decision of the Prudential 
Committee is a little disappointing as I had had in mind a définite 


use for the money ever since Prof. Farnam promised it to me, a use 


which would have not only served the purpose of an endowment but 
would have enabled us +o secure teachers houses near the new collece. 
However I can see how the Board feels responsible for all money 


which passes through its hands, and they have I am sure done what 


seemed to them best. 


I should like to ask however whether you can not get the 
Prudential Committee to help us a little in meeting the sjA#uation 
which comes as a result of their decision, I enclose an outline 
map of our new college grounds on which I show the location of the 
land which we wish to secure for teachers houses. It is at present 
occupied by huts of the scavenger caste. These people are cory ae 


sanitary and their position so near the college is very objectiona- 
ble. 


N 


As these huts are situated on the main road to the new Government 
offices which are now being built to the east of our college srounds, 
their location there is also very objectionable from the standpoint 
of frovernment. A few davs ago I had a letter from the Chairman of 
the Municipality promising to have these people removed to another 
location, If so, this property will then be in the market, and we 
ought by all means to secure it at once. It is near the college 
and so if we have houses there the professors would be near enough 
to have something of a reneral oversight over students and over the 
grounds. At present there is no one living near the college, either 


Indian or Huropean, which is a very great disadvantage and unfortue 


$. nate in many ways. Mr. Wallace before he left on furlough was able 
. to secure a little part of this land. It is practically sure that 


the remainder will be on the market very soon and if we could have 
the assuranoe from the Prudential Committee that in case the land 


{ could be purchased we are authorized to purchase it and that they 


will make us a grant of $500 for this purpose it would be a splendid 


! SS thing to do. Had the $500 that Prof. Parnam has riven heen sent 

| out it could have been used for this purpose, This would onlv be 
a part of what is needed to secure the land and build the houses but 
it would help to secure the land. It would be a frreat misfortune 
for the collese in the future if these lands should pass into others 


hands. You will already know from the statement which I sent home 


to you a short time ago that every possible reserve of the college 
is being strained to the utmost this year in order to meet the re- 


quirements of the University, and I sincerely hope that you will be 
able to help us a little in this matter, 
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You speak of not having Mr. Herrick's address. When Mr. 
Herrick left he asked us to send letters c/o Rev. H. Melville 
Tenny, D.D., Barker Building, Berkeley, California, We have not 
heard from him since Honkong. I believe he is due to reach San 


Francisco today. We trust that he will find speedy recovery in 


America. 


Mr. Michel, one of the Indian National Y.M.C.A. Secretaries, 
has been in-:Madura now for two weeks conducting a campaign to secure 


_.™onev for a Y,.™.C.A. building. The response is slow but hopeful. 


Mr. GS. Rddy will I presume reach America ere long to take 
part in the Campaign being planned by the Laymens Movement. We 
expect ereat things from him and from this movement. We have 
“frequent letters speaking in the highest praise of the "Torether 
Movement" which has just been so successfully completed. We hope 


"ht may not be long before the Board will be able to order an advance 


movement on the field.

Thank you for your favour of Sep. 17th. Tt was a great dis- 


appointment to know that you have not yet been able to secure any 
man for the college and this puts the college in a most embarrassing 
situation. On the receipt of your letter we had a council meeting 
to consider the situation and there was of course nothing to do but 
to take steps toward providing us best wan fan to secure teachers 
Lowal for the college. The council authorised me to secure two 


men in India instead of the two men whom we had hoped would bé sent 


out from America. We must have the men, but where to get the money 
to pay for tnem is the hard question to solve. You already know 


from the statement which I sent you my financial position at the end 
of this year, and what I shall do next year I can not say. I. have 
in previous letters asked whether it would not be fosetble under the 
circumstances for the Board in case they do not send out the men, toa 
allow us at least part of the money they would pay in salary to the 


missionaries if they could find them so that we might provide men in 


their place nere. Ag nothing has been said with reference to that

by the Madras University would it not seem best that we should make 


sreater eff ort to maintain the institution in Madura. S

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are glad to be still alive, and for that happy condition of things 
we have to thank the Prudential Committee for the help which they 
have fiven us the last three years. 

So far America has failed to develop any college of much stand- 
ing in Tndia, perhaps I should say in Southern India, for I believe 
the Presbyterians have two splendid colleges in the north, one at 
Allahabad and the other at Lahore. But in Southern India, the 

Jaffna collegc, our own college in Madura, the Arcot Mission college 
the Raptist collere at Ongole and the Lutheran ‘ission collere at 
Suntur are all small and poorly equipped institutions struggling 
alone for mere existence. Tt is true that these colleges have all 


done splendid work in the past but their present equipment and 


prestime is not such as to five much room for pride to the American

prepare a statement to bring before the mission in January with 
reference to sendine it to you and in addition to this Mr. Milier 
and T were to prepare our budget for next vear with reference to 
t-onsideration by the Mission.
